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A METHODIVAL THIEF. 


Betrayed by a Young Lady 
Who Had Become Interested in Him— 

_ An Investigation Led tothe Discovery 
That He Had Embezziea Thousands 
From the Bank Where Hc Was Em- 
ployed. 


New Tonk, March 11.—Bryce Arthur White 
must be considered the thieving bank clerk 
finde siecle. According to his own state- 
ments he stole over $20,000 from the Walla- 
bout Bank, Brooklyn, in less than two years 
and neither wine, women nor Wallstreet got 
the money. This soft-vyoiced young English- 
man, who Iles friendlessin Raymond street 
jail now, lived like a man of wealth 
in New Brighton, Staten Island, while 
big salary in the modest bank building 
across the bay was $25 a week. He enter- 
tained his friends atthe Richmond County 
Club and sta Island Cricket Club. He was 
a member of h organizations. He kept 
two thorou s—one a steeplechaser— 
and drove the swellest of dog carts and tan- 
Gems along the Staten Island roads. In 
short, he was Mr. Whyte, the Island 
banker, in his island home, and plain young 
Whyte, the paying and receiving teller 


3 Dehind the bank counter at Clinton and 
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Myrtle avenues. This lasted for two years, 

and Staten Island mammas who took a genu- 
ine interest in the nice young man began to 
declare that it was really time that he mar- 
ried and had a home of his own. Mr. 
Whyte would be a leader in Staten 
Island society to-day and the object of 
dowager solicitude were it not for 
Miss Edith Ludlam's visit to New Brighton 
about two months ago. She is the daughter 
of Edward Ludlam, President af the People’s 
Gas-Light Co. of Brooklyn andadirector in 
the Wallabout Bank. She lives in Washing- 
ton avenue. Some of her friends at New- 
Brighton could talk to her of no one else but 
Mr. White, the Brooklyn banker. His enter- 
tamments were so perfect, his turnouts 
su complete, his manners quiet and 
aristocratic. His cart met him at St. George 
every afternoon when he came over from 
business on the ferry. It was not possibile 
that Miss Ludlam. whose father was also a 

» banker in Brooklyn, had not heard of Mr. 
Whyte. Yes, Miss Ludlam said, 

Called Mr. Whyte. She had heard her father 
speak of him,she thought. She was even 
inclined to believe that she had seen 
him at her father’s bank. Her friends 
gushed a good deal anc the Brooklyn woman 
held her tongue untilshe got home. At the 
dinner table one night in January she told 
her father what she had heard about Mr. 
Whyte in New Brighton. Mr. Ludlam re- 
peated the information to President Charles 
M. Englis of the bank and heinturn notified 
the Guarantee Co. of North America of 111 
Broadway, this city, who were on Whyte’s 
bond for $10,000. 

There is a story floating around Staten 
Island which names another young woman 
asthe unconscious detective who brought 
Whyte to grief. The gossips say that young 
Whyte became very devoted toa handsome 
girl whose family moved inthe most exclus- 
five circle on the island. She was young and 
her parents were not willing to have her 
‘become engaged even to a young man 
whose position and prospects were so 
secure as Whyte’s appeared to be. Whyte 
made her expensive presents, and was very 
devoted in his attentions. He told his intt- 

mate friends that his father was a very 
wealthy man in England, and supplied bim 
Mberally with money. It was while making 
inquiries concerning young Whyte’s pros- 
pects in England that the father of the girl 
gossiped with an officer of the Guarantee 
company which was on the bank clerk’s bond. 
This officer Was suspicious when he learned 
the expensive life that the yonng English- 
man was leading, and he also instétuted in- 
quiries about the alleged paternal estates. 
The result was 80 Unsatisfactory that the 
ny’s detectives accompanied Mr. 

yte from Jan. 27, when he was discharged 
from the bank, until last Thursday, when he 
arrested by Detective O’Shaughnessy of 

the King’s County District Attorney’s office.

Here he gave 
some delightful Mttle dinners, and nere he 
ordered unlimited champagne for bis friends 
on frequent occasions, Was not a heavy 
drinker himself, but as an ex-friend re- 
marked yesterday. He had a wine appetite 
on a beer salary, and he never liked to see 
his friends buy anything.“ Whyte led the 
cotillion at one of the New Year’s Balls of the 
Country Club. MEGS - 

Whyte owned the 7-year-old b mare 
Millis, known as one of the best jumpers in 
the Country Club. Last September ‘he rode 
Millis inthe annual Cross Country Hunt and 
won It over a large field of riders, includin 
Charles D. Freeman, the master of th 
hounds, James Hart, ‘‘Jammie’’ Brown and 
Mortimer Smith. Freeman is supposed to be 
the friend referred to in Whyte’s 
last pleading letter to President 
Englis before his arrest. Last sprin 
Whyte bought the sorrel colt Can't 
Teli, which was exhibited at the horses 
in the garden as the property of the Chestnut 
Hill Stock Farm. His T cart was as stylish as 
any that rolled over the Staten Island roads, 
and Can't Tell was reputed to be one of the 
best pieces of horse flesh in the club, A repre- 
sentative of the guarantee company which 
insured Whyte’s honesty went to New 
Brighton Thursday and arranged to secure 
his horses and cart in pert settlement for his 
defalcation. The outfit is valued at about 
$1,500. The horses were boarded at the Kil- 
loran stables. ö 

There's not a better jumper in the coun- 
try. said Mr. Killoran to the reporter, 
than that horse Can't Tell. Mr. Whyte was 
very fond of him and rode him likea true 
horseman. I’m afraid it will be many a long 
day before he rides him again. I was 
never more taken bac in “my life 
than when I read 0 Mr. Whyte’s 
trouble. He always seemed such a gentie- 
man. I’m sure no one could say a wrong 
word against him about here. It's a wonder 
to me that some of his friends with whom he 
spent his money don’t come forward and try 
to help him, now he’s in trouble. Jalil is a 
bad piace to go and visit your friends, but I 
belleve l’lirun over to Brooklyn to-morrow 
and see the young man.’’ 

Mrs. Staples, who had charge of Whyte’s 
Apartments in New Brighton, said that he 
gave them up in January last and went to 
New Yorktolive. It was a little over two 
years that he had lived in New Brighton. He 
was a most exemplary young man in all his 
habits, she said, and when not engaged in 
social duties or at his club spent his time at 
home. No matter how late he was kept out 
nights he invariably took the same train and 
boat to New York every morning. Mrs. 
Staples could not believe that the young man 
had really meant to steal. 

When Whyte’s path was crossed uncon- 
sciousiy by the youny woman, to whom he 
owes his detection, the bank directors took a 
long, long season of reflection and self-com- 
munion. Then they set an expert upon the 
books, and very soon found that the Staten 
Island society man was stealing \Vallabout 
Bank money systematically. At first they 
believed $3,000 or $4,000 would cover the 
shortage, and like other bank directors 
they began to feel some pity for the young 
man with his $1,200 salary and his $12,000 am- 
bition. The guarantee company must make 
good any stealines up to $100,000, they ar- 
gued, andasforthe poor young man, the 
disgrace would be an awful punishment in 
itself. They notifled the guarantee com- 
pany, and they called young Whyte up and 
taxed him with his crime. 

The young Englishman shedtears. Yes, it 
was true he wasathief, hesaid. He had not 
been speculating but had spent the money on 
his friends. If the directors would spare him 
imprisonment he would see his friends and 
write to his father and all the stealings 
would made good. The _ directors 

onsented. They discharged him from the 

ank and the guarantee company set two 
detectivesto keep close to White until the 
company lability was removed. Whytetook 
room No. 362 at the Metropolitan Hotel, this 
city,and one of the detectives never left him. 
The expert who was at work on the books 
found fresh shortages every day. Finally in 
a drawer in the basement of the Dank was 
found a package of slips of Whyte’s hand- 
writing showing every theft with date and 
amount. Some of Whyte’s Staten Island 
friends made a half-hearted’ attempt 
to raise money for him, but the cash was not 
forthcoming. Finally a few days ago came a 
letter to the bank directors from Whyte’s 
father in Liverpool saying that he had met 
with reverses in business and was unable to 
make good his son’s shortages. Poor Whyte, 
from his small room atthe Metropolitan 
Hotel, wrote this letter to President Englis 
on Tuesday in a last vain effort to gain more 
time. 

Dran Stn—Mr. Froeman hastold me ofthe plan 
he proposes in his and my friends’ kind efforts to 
help me out of my trouble. Iwriteto assure you 
that in every possible way and by working hard and 
straightforwardiy I will de my best to repay the 
amount I have taken from the bank. You may be 
sure! willdosoas soon as lam able and will not 
rest until the whole amount is repaid. My sorrow 
for the breach of the confidence you reposed in me 
Icannot express. My only way now to show it is to 
retrieve the past by sincere and hard work in the 
future.

President Englis swore that 
Vhyte had made no entry on the ks of 
the bank of the amounts named. 

Whyte was charged with the theft of 
$1,043.60. The young man wore light trous- 
ers, a nicely creased’ diagonal 
waistcoat and a cape mackintosh.

He was a good business man, and two years 
aco was promoted to the position of teller. 
His peculations do not extend much over a 
period of one year, Whyte had a frank, 
gentiemanly manner that was potently cal- 
culated to ward off suspicion, He had a frank 
eye that always looked squarely into yours. 
is stolen money was all spent in the enter- 
tainment of his friends, not in vices. He 
did not dabble in stocks, gamble, spend 
— 2 on women or drink excessively. Like 
most Englishmen, he was a light drinker. He 
did not even spend much money on his 
clothes, He wore zood clothes, mostly im- 
ported goods, but he was not what you would 
Calla dressy man. He had very refined tastes 
and a great fondness for his friends. 
He went ar the wealthiest people of New 
Brighton and it was the endeavorto meet 
the liberality of his wealthy acquaintances 
that brought on his downfall. When the 
discovery of his shortage was madejknown to 
him he did not deny it, but expressed the 
greatest contrition for having betrayed those 
who had trusted him. He felt very confident 
at first that his father and wealthy friends 
would come to hie assistance, so the Surety 
Co. was very slow about placing him behind 
the bars. The members of that company 
told me they had never guaranteeda man 
with better references. 

Whyte apparently hasn’t a friend in the 
world, and yet he never lost faith that some 
one would come to his ald yesterday. Betore 
he was arraigned in court he told Detective 
O’Shaaghnessy that his friends would help 
him out of bis trouble. In court, before he 
admitted his guilt, te cast a look around the 
room and murmured: ‘‘I—Ii—My friends. 
Where are y friends?’’ Then he nerved 
himself and pleaded gulity. 

Half an hour later the prisoner was seen in 
a cell adjoining the court room. His voice is 
soft and hasa slight English accent. 

*“*IT cannot make any statement at present‘ 
yon know, he said. My friends expressly 
told me not to make any statement. 
My friends will be here in the course of 
an hour or so and tnenl may have some- 
thing to say.’’ 

Late in the afternoon the correspondent 
called at the Raymond street jall. It was 
the hour at which the prisoners take their 
exercise, but the young Dank clerk had not 
yet begun to feel the need of exercise, He 
was lying on his bunk in cell No. 13, in tier 
E. He was in his shirt sleeves; 
the whiteness of his linen and of his four in- 
hand tie, with its dainty blue flower, con- 
trasted with the dirty,dark, cold cell, Whyte 
was absorbed in reading. When askedif he 
was prepared to make a statement he smiled 
faintiy and said: 

Oh, no; you know I can’t do that 
have conferred with my friends.

This latter is not a new 
scheme on the part of St. Louis merchants, 
for they have been: distributing railroad 
tickets for years in their efforts to compete 
with Chicago. They have been more profuse 
this year than ever before, recognizing the 
fact that, on account of the World's Fair, 
the tendency is more than ever toward Chi- 
cago.’’

A DEFINITE POLICY DECIDED on BY 
THE ADMINISTRATION. 


Both Sides Now Represented at Washing- 
ton Will Be Given a Hearing on Mon- 
day—Admiral Brown Asked to Tell 
What He Knows of Conditions on the 
Islands—He Is Not an Admirer of Min- 
ister Stevens—Engiand’s Anxiety. 


WASHINGTON, D. O.. Maren 11.— There is 
now little doubt that Pregident Cleveland has 
decided to send a special commission to the 
Hawatian Islands for the purpose of secur- 
ing authentic information regarding the con- 
dition of the people and the desirability of 
annexation. Indeed, he gaid as much to a 
Western Congressman to-day. It is now 
known that the President has reopsned the 
whole question, and that his action in with- 
drawing the treaty was only the tirststep in a 
definite policy already decided upon. Secre- 
tary Gresham has had an informal con- 
ference with the Hawatlan Commissioners 
who came to this country on the 
steamer Claudine With ai petition 
from the Provincial Government pray- 
ing for annexation. Bat the Secretary 
of State does not propose to limit his confer- 
ences to the commissioners favoring annex

He has been prominently mentioned 
as a candidate for the vacancy on the Circuit 
bench, oceasioned by the promotion of Judge 
Jackson, Thatthe President proposes to be 
informed of the situation in Hawall and of 
the conditions likely to prevail under any 
circumstances that might arise, is demon- 
strated by the special efforts now being made 
to secure reliable information. 
Admiral Brown, who knows more than any 
other naval officerin the service about the 
Hawalian Islands and their inhabitants, has 
been detached and ordered to remain in 
Washington thirty days to advise with the 
President and Secretary Gresham. Admiral 
Brown is the only naval officer who hag been 
recently on the Pacific station who is a 
Democrat. He is supposed to favor annexa- 
tion, but is strongly Opposed to permitting 
Minister Stevens to remain longer at Hono- 
lulu.

Fair Fivanciers Find Themselves 
Facing a Problem. 


CHICAGO, III., March 11.—World’s Fair 
financiers are again in a hole. Thereisno 
demand for the souvenir coins, and over 
4,000,000 of them are piled up unsold. Auditor 
Ackerman’s report yesterday showed that 
only $247,545 remained on hand to complete 
the Fair. Its inadequacy is shown by the

Paris, March 11.—The political situation of 
Europe, without being serious, has some 
dark spots on the horizon. First, there is 
the possibility of the abdication of 
the Emperor of Austria, which will be as 
much on account of the fliness of the Em- 
press, who is almost entirely losing her 
reason, as of the political situation which is 
daily becoming. more complicated. 
The poulation of the Austria - 
Hungary monarchy is | 
more opposed to the triple alliance, of 
which they feel the cost much more than the 
advances. Besides this, the Hungarian 
monarchical party demands liberal reforms 
that Francis Joseph, who is the most honest 
man in his empire, does not see his way to 
grant. He prefers, therefore, to descend 
from the throne and content himself with 
watching and guiding the debtits of his 
youthful nephews as governors. The 
young princes are not popular; 
they have shown themselves too 
aristocratic and too authoritative 
on some trifling occasions, and all the au- 
thority of Francis Joseph will be necessary 
to maintain a good understanding between 
sovereign and people. The abdication will 
be of great political importance, because, 
with the arrival of the young Archduke, the 
cierical party will come into power as far as 
regards internal policy, while the external 
policy of the country will be directed 
by the party which has not forgot- 
ten 1866, and is 8 of a 
rapprochement with Russia. or these rea- 
sons the highest personages in Europe are 
making strenuous eflorts to prevent an abdi- 
cation.

BUT THEY FIGHT THEIR WAY BACK TO

and a Fist—Platoons of Police In-

CHICAGO, Ill, March 11.—The lurid cam- 
paign of the South Town Democrats reached 
a climax to-day in a bloody riot dt Arlington 
Hall, Indiana avenue and Thirty-first street.

When the vote was announced the 
crowd broke in the doors and made for Me- 
Sweeney. There were ten policemen pres- 
ent, and they drove the mob back after a hot 

ght. a 

Yells ot Lynch him!“ ‘‘Slug the police!“ 
came from the attacking party. The police 
decided to take McSweeney to the Deering 
Street Police Station for safe-keeping. On 
the way to the station the mob tried to strike 
McSweeney, but he escaped injury. e 

In the convention to-day, the McSweeney 
delegation was seated. The contesting dele- 
gation, and its friends some thirty in number 
made a rush forthe Credentials Committee 
and McSweeney. 

Smash went fists, umbrellas, and canes, 
then the whole convention setto. The con- 
testants fought like tigers to save them- 
selves, but the combined strength of the 
rest of the delegates and the police was too 
much for them, After a desperate bloody 
battle they were slugged out through the 
doors, but not before they had smashed a lot 
of faces and spattered blood over the shirt 
bosoms of half of the delegates in the hall. 
While the battle was in progress some one 
telephoned for another platoon of police. 
‘There was a lull in the proceedings 
of which the contestants were quick 
to take advantage. While the 
others were looking for the police 
they walked in a solid phalanxto the doors 
again and fought their way inside. It was 
even a more bloody scrap than the one in 
whichthey were thrown out, but the gang 
was determined that there would be no 
business transacted if they didn’t have a 
hand in it. 

When they got inside again they rushed to 
the seats from which they had been thrown 
and began to yell like a lot of demons. Chair- 
man Gelder was nowhere to be seen. He 
had become frightened, and some- 
what injured by the assault upon 
him, and had left the hall.

NEW YorK, March 11.—County Democrats 
and anti-Tammany Democrats generally 
have heard some news lately that does not 
please them.

DUCHESSES COMING TO THE RESCUE OF 
THE TORY PARTY. 


They Affect to See in Gladstone’s Pro- 
posal the Run cf the Country—New 
Methods Adopted by the Conserva- 
tives in Parliament—Debaite cn the 
Secon 1 Reading Postpcned Til! Thurs- 
day—Gowns Worn at the Queen’s 
Drawing Room. 


Lonpon, March 11,—It is dificult for Ameri- 
cans who take their politics jocosely to un- 
derstand the fever heat of passion and the 
wild raving of politics over here. That meet- 
ing of women at Londonderry the other day— 
women, mind you, not men—shows the in- 
tensity of interest felt. Nearly 3,000 women 
of all classes and from all parts of Northwest 
Ireland gathered at the Guild Hall to say 
what they could against home rule. Working 
women and fine ladies sat down together, 
and all the afternoon was spent in the flercest 
sort of invective. Workingmen who had 
intended to stop in for a few moments dur- 
lag the noon hour remained, carried away 
by the enthusiasm of political discussion and 
lost a half day’s wages, money that meanta 
great dealtothem. When womenact like 
this itis easy toimaginethe frenzy and fury 
that fillthe breasts of the men. So the feel- 
ing runs through every class. Even the 
duchesses are coming to the rescue of their 
party. Her grace the Duchess of Portland 
has sounded the slogan for the formation of 
the Duchesses’ party. In the letter to the 
Nottingham Primrose League the Duchess 
asks every true, patriotic Englishman and 
womantobeup and fighting against home 
rule, Sheseesinthe possible passing of the 
bill red ruin and the breaking up of 
law. She insists that the Dill 
means the handing over of the 
loyal subjects of - the Queen in 
Ireland to mercies which will not be tender 
ofa disloyal and priest-riden Parliament in 
Dublin. There is no mineing of words here, 
and other duchesses chime in with equal 
favor, and the Duchesses’ party ought to be 
entertaining. 

IN PARLIAMENT. 

Inside Parllament itself a new and intense 
interest has developed. The anti-Irish press 
has scopurged its party intoa novel and auda- 
cious obstruction of business. This is an abso- 
lutely new idea, and coming from the con- 
stitutional party, it denotes a revolution in 
the history of British politics. The object of 
this obstruction is to delay the business of 
supply so that Mr. Gladstone cannot 
get the second reading of the 
home rule Dill before Easter. Mr. 
Chamberlain has Sald sa. Debate 


on the second reading was to have begun on 


Monday, but Mr. Gladstone has been obliged 
to post pone it until Thursday. Unless the 
Speaker consents to use the cloture early and 
often, the debate cannot be begun even 
then, and if matters go to the warst Mr. 


| Gladstone will be forced to defer it until after 


Easter. Butif so, the Unionists will suffer in 
their holiday. It has been customary to 
give the Housea recess of a fortnight at 
Easter, but if the bill is not read the second 
time before then, Mr. Gladstone will ad journ 
only over Good Friday, limiting the recess 
to one day. This obstruction is the Union- 
ists’ last ditch. 

The threat ofJohn Redmond that unless he 
is entirely satisfied with the amendments 
made in the bul in committee that his party 
will vote against his third reading means 
playing into the hands of the Lords, who 
would reject the bill on that ground alone. 
At the private sitting of the Redmondites’ 
convention at Dublin there was a struggle 
for the mastery between Redmond and the 
violent section of his extra Parliamentary 
supporters, Which ended in Redmond being 
broughttoterms. The tendency to recon- 
cillation that had been appearing is accord- 
ingly stopped and the fight must continue. 
Redmond is willing to compromise, but his 
constituents will not have it. 

RUSH TO THE WORLD’S FAIR. 

Early in the season, at least, there will be 
no great rush of visitors tothe World's Fair 
from this side. A canvass ot all the big ship 
offices shows that practically no passages 
have been secured by people intending to go 
to Chicago. The agents say that it is a little 
early for such booking yet and say they do 
not expect much business in that line until 
the fair is wellunder way.

THE TWO CLEVELANDS. 

The Cleveland inaugurated March 4, 
1885, was generally regarded in 
both parties as the lucky creat- 
ure of a train of politcal accidents. 
With no experience in office but 
what he had acquired as Sheriff and 
Mayor in Buffalo, his nomination for 
Governor of New York was a political sur- 
prise, but not moreso than his election 
by a majority of nearly 200,000 votes, 
owing to strife between the Arthur and 
Blaine factions of Republieans in that 
State. That unprecedented majority in 
the pivotal State made him the Democratic 
nominee for President and the small plu- 
rality by which he beat Blaine 
in New York and obtained the Presidency 
was generally ascribed to the blundering 
speech of Blaine’s friend, Dr. Burchard. 
So, when he entered the White House as 
President in 1885, having never served in 
a legislative body, a novice in politics, a 
stranger to nearly all of our experienced 
statesmen and party leaders, a man with 
only that theoretical acquaintance with 
public affairs and national questions which 
every citizen of average intelligence is sup- 
posed to have, it was a question in the 
mind of both parties whether he would 
size up to his great office, or prove a dis- 
appointment to the people and a crushing 
burden to his own party. 

But there was no such question about 
the Cleveland who was inaugurated fora 
second term March 4, 18938. Four years of 
faithful attention to the cares of the Pres- 
idency, four years of close contact with 
the statesmen and politicians of every 
State, followed by the discipline of defeat 
and four years more of quiet and studious 
preparation for a second term, have 
doubtless taught this same Cleveland how 
to avoid the mistakes of his first term and 
how to handle men and affairs with more 
skill, confidence and success. Moreover 
the circumstances of his recall to the 
Presidency after the people had once re- 
fused him a second term, surround him 
with a prestige of triumphant leadership 
and popular strength such as few of our 
Presidents could count on in their con- 
flicts with antagonistic leaders on either 
side of Congress. 

This time, instead of a divided Congress, 
he has both houses pledged to sustain his 
administration and the platform on which 
he was elected, and ordinarily it would 
seem that with all his increased skill and 
prestige and power his second term should 
be far more successful, more creditable to 
himself and more beneficial to his country 
than his first term was. Now, however, 
the dissension within his own party on the 
coinage and other questions are approach- 
ing a more poignant stage. The problems 
to be solved by his policy are more press- 
ing and difficult. He will need all his.

fighters in this country are attracting to it 
all the pugilistic talent of the world. The 
glory of his beloved England, which has 
been the mother of sluggers, is waning 
before the advancing star of the great Re- 
public. The ‘‘Squire’’ himself yields to 
our ascendency by bringing over with 
him, to share in the harvest of dol- 
lars we pour out for prize-fighters, 
the pet of the British fancy, who 
has had the distincticn of serving a term 
in jail for thumping an aged and en- 
feebled fellow Britisher who displeased 
him. The Squire himself is a notable ex- 
ample of the results of devotion to puggery 
and pugilism, for he has the record of 
blacking the eyes of a woman whose con- 
duct was not to his liking. 

That this high tribute from the leading 
patron of the prize ring is well de- 
served is easily recognized. An Ameri- 
can city has the distinction of having 
the most complete and magnificently ap- 
pointed pugilistic arena in the world. 
Several cities compete for the honor of be- 
ing the place of modern gladiatorial con- 
tests, while people flock from all over the 
country and pay enormous prices to wit- 
nessthem.

Our highest 
joy is to see the flag of freedom encircle 
the stalwart forms of men who punch 
each other foraliving. Our ideal hero is 


the embodiment of brute force, who is 


able and willing to pound another into 
insensibility for a purée. 

What would be the feelings of our 
fathers if they could know that they strug- 
gled and toiled that we might attain the 
distinction of having the greatest country 
on earth for — pt pugilists? 


COMPLIMEN TING VIRTUE. 

English writers are fond of telling the 
story of the American gentleman who was 
entertained by some English friend and 
whoinan after dinner speech praised what 
he called the hospitality of his hosts. One 
of the guests remarked in an undertone— 
„Are we New Englanders that our good 
manners must be giorified?’’ 

Ex-President Harrison and President 
Cleveland must ask themselves the En- 
glishman’s question when they read the 
high praises bestowed upon them for act- 
ing like gentlemen on the 4th of March. 
When Mr. Cleveland arrived in Washing- 
ton from Lakewood President Harrison 
offered him courtesies which were accepted 
quite as matters of course, and which were 
returned in the same way. There is noth- 
ing wonderful in this. Indeed it would 
have been most astonishing had the two 
gentlemen acted otherwise. But the trav- 
eler from Siam or Burmah or Swator any 
other out of the world country, with no 
sources of information but the newspapers, 
would infer that the customary practice on 
inauguration day was for the outgoing 
and incoming presidents to gnash their 
teeth at each other, exchange epithets and 
conduct themselves generally like two 
pugilists arranging for a fight. 

Similar encomiums are often heard when 
an individual performs an act of common 
honesty which circumstances conspire to 
make conspicuous, though toa plain man 
it is not always clear why one should be 
bespattered with praise because he is not a 
pickpocket or a burglar. The law assumes 
that a man even under indictment is inno- 
cent until he is proved guilty, and it is 
one of the curiosities of opinion that he is 
not treated with equal generosity in these 
sentimental comments which, in form at 
least, are unkind innuendoes. It may be 
said that such men ought to be compli- 
mented because in these days when every 
man is supposed to have his price virtue 
ought to be made conspicuous, But grant- 
ing this, it proves too much, for it only 
shows that in the particular instance the 
olfer was not satisfactory. 

Right doing deserves a compliment only 
when it involves a sacrifice of some sort, 
or when it is accomplished: in the face of 
strong temptation, ‘When an alderman 
who has grown fat on public franchises, 
reforms and refuses all further of

Trimming City Trees. 
To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch! 

Why isthe growing of shade trees in our 
cities a failure? My answer would be that 
they are butchered, sawed and trimmed to 
death. Ifyou would ask an intelligent tree 
grower how to prevent their destruction, he 
would say, donot cut or allow any one to 
cut off the main limbs every year; remove the 
tree boxes and clean away from the trunk all 


rubbish, cut away the shoots and loosen the 
earth around the bottom, so the winter 
snows and spring rains will soakin the soll 
and moisten the roots for hot weather; try to 
keep the trees as clean as possible; destroy 
all the bag worms before the leaves come out 
and hidethem. By all means make a proper 
wash to use on the trunks of 
the trees about every month 
to destroy all ofthe vermin which gather be- 
hind the bark. Do not let those tramp tree 
trimmers who run around from house to 
house with saw and hatchet 3 the main 
limbs off, which take years to produce, for 
their spreading limbs have the leaves on 
them which arethe lungs of the tree and 
give us their pleasant shade.

Herodias, wife of fTetrarch; Salome, 
daughter of Herodias; slaves, soldiers, 
Jews and Nazarenes, are about in 
abundance. The scene is a great terrace, 
- OVerlooking the banqueting hall of Herod’s 
palace. Whenthe play begins soldiers are 
leaning on the balcony. To the right is a 
Stairway; to the left an ancient cis- 
tern, surrounded by a wall of green 
bronze. The moon is shining. The 
young Syrians exclaim that the Princess 
Salome looks very beautiful this evening. 
The page of Herodias tells him to look at the 
moon, saying it is like a woman who comes 
out of the tomb.

Miss Woodbridge’s speeches were in great 
part an arraignment of the alleged practices 
of dry goods houses towards their employes. 
She made many general accusations, but 
although urged to give names sothat an in- 
vestigation might be made, she refused 
to do ao. The merchants who are 
opposing the bit have an informal 
organization. This organization does not 
existinany corporate form, but has for its 
object mutual protection. Init are all the 
principal firmsof New York and Brooklyn.

While the work 
of preparing the anchor and shooting the 
line to the ship was underway, the steamer 
rocked around until she stood broad- 
side on. Her stern fell away 
to the southward and grounded so that 
she lay with her entire Keel 
resting on the sand, her bow pointing to the 
northwest. Asthe night advanced the sea 
became more ugly, and about the time the 
work of bringing the passengers and crew 
ashore was begun the waves commenced to 
dash over the steamer. Capt. Savage of the 
Wells City sent word ashore by the first of the 
passengers to make the trip along the line 
that his vessel was not making water 
and that so far as he could ascertain her hull 
was intact. The life saving crews manipu- 
lated the line as best they could, consider- 
ing that the Wells City rolled continually, 
atone moment drawing the line taut, atthe 
next allowing it to sag until it almost touched 
the waves. In this way almost everyone 
who made the trip was fora moment in the 
water. All, however, arrived at the beach 
safely, although much exhausted. fast as 
the rescued ones were brought ashore they 
were hurried to Life Saving Station No. 4 
and supplied with dry clothes and drinks, 
and were made as comfortable as possible in 
the station. ,

pPocultariy fascinating one to the fertile brain 
t the Yankee inventor. It would require 
4 i. volumes to give even an inventory of the 
vast number of ccntrivances that have been 
designed to overcome the law of gravitation 
and afford a means of transit from one given 
point to another. It is said that the man at 
the patent office in Washington, whose duty 
it is to make a record of the various devices, 
is gradually, but surely, becoming an aerial 
lunatic, and has had dreams at night, during 
which he imagines that he is a flying machine 
that has reached a tremendous height, when 
suddenly the sustaining force gives way and 

he is precipitatea into his bed. 
The most common way of attempting to 
solve the problem of air navigation has been

enabled him to ascertain accurately the 
amount of force necessary tosustain and 
drive an aeroplane through the air at various 
angles. These planes were large enough to 
support weights varying from twenty to 100 
pounds. The load carried was at the rate 
of 138 pounds tothe horse-power. Whatever 
push was communicated to the aeroplane by 
the screw the plane would lift in a vertical 
direction from ten to fifteen times as much 
as the horizontal push it received from the 
screw. 

When he had found out just how much 
power was required to perform artificial 
flight at speeds varying from twelve to 
ninety miles an hour he began experiments 
with a view of producing a suitable motor. 

carefully considered the merits of all 
forms of motors,’’ says Mr. Maxim inthe 
Safety Valve, including hot-air, petroleum 
engines and electrical motors operated by 
storage batteries. At that time it seemed to 
me that the steam engine would be the most 
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by means of a balloon, provided with various 
‘appliances for propulsion and steering. The 
French Government spent great sums of 
money in perfecting the balloon, and scien- 
tists who have studied the question carefully 
are of the opinion that the inflated gas bag is 
not susceptible of further improvement. If 
this be the case, and no doubt itis, other 
means will have to be adopted for the suc- 
cessful navigation of the atmosphere, for 
even the French balloon, which is admitted- 
ly superior to that made in any other coun- 
try, is an unwieldy affair, and is capable of 
being directed from one point to another 
only under the most favorable weather con- 
ditions. 

American inventors are still experimenting 
with the inflated gas bag, with small pros- 
pect of success. They have made the bag in 
various forms; ranging from that of the or- 
dinary balloon to the long cigar shape, 
which seems to be a special favorite. Most 
of the latter are designed after the manner 
of a contrivance recently patented by a man 
in Pittsburg, who is appropriately named 
Prot. Cloud. For twenty-five years Prof. 
Cloud soared through space on the wings of 
his imagination. He received the title of

suitable, as I believed it could be made 
lighter than any of the others in proportion 
to the power developed, and also its action 
was simple and reliable. I constructed two 
sets of the compound engines of tem- 
pered steel, all the parts being made 
very light and strong, and a steam 
generator of peculiar construction, the 
greatest part of the heating surface consist- 
ing of small and thin copper tubes. Fora 
fuel lemployed naphtha. My steam engines 
weigh collectively 600 pounds; the steam 
generator, including the casing, the smoke- 
stack and the burner, 1,000 pounds; the 
pumping machinery, 100 pounds; and the gas 
generating apparatus about 100 pounds.

Having developed a motor of sufficient 
power and lightness, [am now experiment- 
ing with large aeroplanes placed at various 
angles, and instead of being run in a circle, 
as in my former experiments, they are driven 
straight through the air by running the ma- 
chine on a railway track. The question to 
be decided now is whether large planes will 
prove as economical as small ones.’’ 

He says further: ‘‘I am ofthe opinion that, 
with a generator and engine especially con- 
structed for lightness, a naphtha motor 
could be constructed which would develop 
100 actual horse-power and not weigh over 
500 pounds, including the condenser, and still 
have a factor of safety quite as large as we 
find in locomotive practice. This being the 
case, I think the scientists who have so long 
been crying, Give us a motor and we will 
very soon give you a flying machine,’ ought 
to be satisfied.’’ 

In other words, Mr. Maxim, aman whose 
past deeds have placed aim beyond the pale 
of crankdom, seriously admits that the mat- 
ter of aerial navigation is not only feasible, 
but as good asaccomplished. The question 
of adverse winds does not come up in connec- 
tion with aerial planes driven by an ade- 
quate motor, because the speed will be 
greater thanthat ofany wind less thana 
small hurricane. Sothat the mostthe wind 
can dois to make the motion slower when 
the machine is traveling against it. 

It will thus be seen that flying through the 
air is not altogethera flight of the imagina- 
tion. Practical scientists have demonstrated 
with practical machines that the problem is 
well on the way to solution. When the prob- 
lem is solved great changes will take place. 
Modern warfare will be abolished. Big ships 
armed with big guns will not be 
able to protect themselves, and nations will 
probably hesitate about going to war 
when each is armed in such a manner 
as to make it quite as dangerous and 
disA€greeable tothe rulers themselves as for 
the common soldiers. Ifa warlike continen- 
tal nation should be first toachieve complete 
success it would probably make its power 
feltand rearrange things to suit its own 
ideas; but when all the great nations find out 
how to fly successfully then there will be no 
more war between them, and the great arm- 
aments which have existed so long will be- 
come things of the past. 

Looked at from this point of view, it is mi- 
neptly desirable that the first air machine 
should be flown in this country.

THE UNIVERSITY OF HEIDELBERG.

The same spirit which induces a small Doy 
to exhibit his sore toe to a companion causes 
the mensur to thrive in Heidelberg Univer- 
sity, Germany. The mensur is a form of 
dueling in which the object is tochop the 
other man’s face, The weapons are swords, 
and each antagonist is so protected that no 
portion of his body may be injured excepting 
the face. Thereis notime limit to the con- 
tests. They are ended by one or the other 
duelists succumbing from the loss of blood. 
The wounds are then shaved by a physician, 
a process which irritates them and makes 
them better to look atin the student’s esti- 
mation, and after that they are sewed up, 80 
that the blood will stop flowing. Sometimes, 


when a duelist feels that he has not been 


sufficiently injured and that his wounds will 
not make a respectable showing, he rabs 
ashes into them. This makes them very rea. 
On the day after a duel the contestants have 
their pictures taken if the wounds are of a 
particul@riy pleasing and ghastly character, 
and then they walk along the promenade 
with a justly proud bearing, chest thrown 
out, arms straight at the sides and scars 
livid. 

Heidelberg is one of the oldest institutions 
of learning in the world. Young men used to 
study there before printing was discovered, 
when the books were written by hand on 
parchment, and all education was imparted 
by word of mouth. At that time it was 
deemed a mark of especial favor if a student

was permitted by a professor to look at the 
contents of one of these precious manu- 
scripts. Among the many important experi- 
ences which the Untversity has passed 
through are these: It has been biessed by 
the holy benedictions of a Pope, patronized 
by a ruler of the Holy Roman Empire and en- 
dowed by along line of German princes. It 
was one of the strongholds of Protestantism 
in the time of the Reformation, was rob- 
bed by Tilly during the Thirty Years 
War of its library, was under the bane of 
condemnation of the Jesuits for nearly a con- 
tury and stripped of its endowments by the 
Peace of Luneville. Turks have sacked its 
corridors, French have carted away its books 
and confiscated its grounds. It has given to 


the world the famous Heidelberg Oatechism, 
anitwas here in 1848 that the notable as- 
sembly met which led to the German Revo- 
lution of that year. 

It has, as will be seen, had some very ex- 
citing times, bu: it has pulled through very 
successfully, and in every, respect save one 
has shown a considerable spirit of progress. 
This exception is the mensur, which is bar- 
barism pure and simple, and the fact that 
these gentle students of the foremost univer- 
sity in Germany are attached to it as 
strongly to-day as they were many years 
ago shows what a powerful thing custom Is. 
If any student at Heidelberg were to suggest 
that the mensur be abandoned he would be 
outlawed, both by the men and women of the 
famous old university city. 

For more than half a century ali the men- 
sus duels at Heidelberg have taken place in a 
small inn, kept by two old maids, at the end 
of a narrow street on the border of the city. 
The inn is called the Hirschgasse and the two 
old maid proprietors have seen so many duels 
there that their equanimity is not disturbed 
by the most violent battles—Dattles which

would make a bull-fighter’s heart sick. 

They are used to the sight of blood and pro- 
vide for its spilling. It is very hard to re- 
move the stain of blood from a wood floor, so 
the floor of this inn is covered with a mixture 
of chalk and sawdust, which is changed after 
each meeting. 

Admission to a duel is gained by meansofa 
card indorsed by the president of one of the 
contesting corps of duelists. In going tothe 
fighting-room you pass through a small 
room which contains the various articles of 
protection wern by the duelists and their 
seconds.

SURGICAL NOVELTIES. ° 


Wonderful Operations and Devices Which 
re Occupying Eestern Physician:;. 

NEW LokR, March 11.—In no department 
of science is advance more steady than sur- 
gery, which has reached a stage of perfec- 
tion in this city that makes 
New York the center of tde pro- 
fession in the United states. Here are 
not only the great surgeons whose 
name are as well known in Europe as in the 
United States, but to this eity come students 
from all parts of the country, and patients 
desiring to fake advantage of hospitals 
and skill, A popular delusion 


with regard to the eminent surgeon 
is that he isa man whose time is taken up 
with millionaires. So far from this being 
true, it is a fact that the most absolute equal- 
ity exists among patients and that 
the vast majority of the sub- 
jects of the great surgeons are 
poor people, many of whom are 
unable to pay a fee. It makes no difference 
whether a man be a millionaire or a pauper 
once he comes into the hands of the surgeon. 
liis treatment will be the same in any case, 
and money will give the rich but little ad- 
vantage in the fight with disease. 

Uculists in New York perform the most del- 
icate surgicaloperations. ‘There are two or 
three in this city whose incomes from their 
profession range above $200,000 a year and 
who treat thousands of patients every year. 
They conduct thelr work withthe most ab- 
solute disregard of the worldly position of 
their patients. From many oftheir patients 
they receive no fee for their services. Should 
any man in this profession refuse advice on 
the ground that a patient was unable to pay 
a fee ne would be ruined if the fact were to 
become known. 

The constant aim of surgery is to reduce 
the rate of mortality in certain dangerous 
operations, and with this object experiment 
is going on allthe While. These experiments 
are often continued for a long period of 
time upon the dead body before being once 
tried upon a living subject. This was the case 
with a new operation which was tried for the 
first time in this city. This operation, 
which is just now exciting the at- 
tention of the surgical world, is called 
spmphyseotomy, and it is said to be hardly 
less dangerous than the one for which it was 
supposed to be a substitute. It was intended 
to take the place of the improved Cœsarlan 
operation. Symphyseotomy consists of 
splitting the bones ot the pelvis, It was tried 
twice in Philadelphia since the first opera- 
tion of the kind In this country, which took 
— in New Tork, and it was not followed 

y any disastrous result. In the record of 
all the cases here and in Europe since this 
operation was introduced the mortality 
is lower than the Cz an method, and it is 
hoped it may De pert ed so as to dispense 
with the latter altogether. 

Ependicitis is another operation recently 
performed in New York, and which occupies 
à large place in the attention of surgery. It 
always has a deep interest for the 
general public, because it consists of 
the removal from the human body of an 
organ that is a mystery to the medical pro- 
fession. This organ, the vermifor p- 
pendix, is about the only thing in the human 
structure fr whose existence science has 
been unable to discover a reason. The verm- 
iform appendix is a small tube of tissue 
about as big as half a lead pencil, and de- 
pending from one ofthe intestines. In this 
position it is apt to catch cherry pits, seeds 
of fruit and other small objects likely 
to excite infammation. When that takes 
place the only way to save the patient 
is to remove the vermiform appendix, and it 
is so situated in the body that the operation 
of taking it out is attended with much deep 
cutting and consequently much danger. 

A new thing in the surgical world isa 
curious brass bitton recently designed by a 
surgeon forthe purpose of joining together 
two ends ofan intestine that has deen cut. 
The button consists of two parts into 
which an end of the intestine 
is fastened. When the two 
parts are pressed together between the 
thumb and forefinger they are caught by a 
spring and held in place. Then the 
intestine grows together, an open- 
ing remaining through the button all 
the time. When it is completely 
enveloped by the new tissue, nature 
repairs the ravages of disease so thoroughly 
thatthe button becomes detached by the 
decom position ofthe tissue holding it ana it 
passes off. 

Another recent discovery in surgery is a 
new needle with an automatic spring eye 
which disappears when passing through the 
tissues and reappears when the pressure is 
removed. The eye is sprung into a slot on 
the concave side of the needle near its 
point. It isthe invention of a prominent 
surgeon who aimed to secure a stronger 
needle with an eye which would carry a 
thread without tearing the tissue. 

Another surgeon who makes a specialty of 
throat and nasal diseases has perfected a 
trans- luminator for lighting up these pass - 
axes. It consists of a small incandescent 
electric lamp completely enveloped in black. 
From one side of it a little tube 
carries the concentrated light, which may be 
thrown upon one particular spot, while the 
rest of the mouth or nose remains in dark- 
ness. wet 

The protection of the eyes after the per- 
formance of an operation for cataract is 
another matter to avhich attention has 
recently been drawn by accidents happen- 
ing when these organs are in a delicate con- 
dition; for at least two weeks after this opera- 
tion has been performed it is very necessar 
that the eyes should not be touched. Wit 
this object in view an oculist has desigoed a 
pair of wire shields to be worn like a pair of 
spectacles andto be kept on day and night 
until all danger of injury is over. 

Oculists have recently been trying anew 
antesthetſe made from the leaves of the small 
lea ved cocoa of Java, It is closely related to 
atro pine and with it it issaid that the 
iridectomy can be performed painlessly two 
minutes after putting three drops in the eye.

THE ROD WITHOUT SPOILING THE LAD. 


Comf>rt for Many Parents and Many 
Youths in the Story of Grover Clsve- 
Jani’s Early Life—Essays on Tim,“ 
and The Cow” at ths Age of 9 and 
11 en 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 11.—There is 
comfort for all boys and for all parents in 
Grover Cleveland’s boyhood. 

A boy may be naturally fat and still become 
President of the United States. Grover 
Cleveland was a fat boy. 

A boy may not be fond of study and still 
become President of the United States. 
Grover Cleveland, as a boy, preferred not to 
study. 

A boy may have the rod spared all the 
time he is in school and not be spoiled beyond 
the point of becoming President of the 
United States. Mild Miss O. E. 
Cole, who had charge of Grover 
Cleveland in school, neither spanked, 
cuffed, lashed, rattaued, caned nor pincned 
Grover Cleveland, 

A boy may look and actasthough he were 
going to be nothing on earth but an ordinary 
plump, red-cheeked, common-place citizen 
and still become President ot the United 
States. Gover Cleveland looked and acted as 
though he could not reasonably to do any- 
thing more than succeed the silent Scotch - 
man whose grocery he used to sweep out 
and put to rights for a year and now he 
gets $50,000 a year simply for thinking. 

The house where Stephen Grover Cleveland 
was born at Caldwell, N. J., ig still standing 
in much the same condition as when he lived 
init. But the New Jersey ¥filage does not 
havea very hnportan m Mr. Cleve- 
land’s life, He left it, with his father, at the 
age of 3, going to Fayetteville, nine miles 
from Syracuse, in Northern New York. 

The best part of his boyhood was spent 
here,and many inhabitants of Fayetteville 
still have familiar recollections of him. 
Among these is Howard H. Edwards, 
who went to school with him, 
fifty years ago. When they were 
both lads of 5 they attended the primary de- 
partment ofthe Fayetteville Academy. He 
and young Cleveland used to go hunting to- 
gether in the wood beyond the village and 
they used to go in swimming together in the 
weir and in the feedertothe Erie Canal, by 
way of which the Rev, Richard Cleveland 
traveled from Caldwell, N. J. 

Among his schoolmasters at Fayetteville 
were Miss Eliza Cole, Miss Northrup, Rev. 
Oren Hyde, O. E. Sharp, Franklin Baker and 
A. G. Williams. Thefirst named of these is 
still living in the village. 

Grover, she said, wasin her school when 
he was 9 years of age. The birch was in very 
general use when she taught school. 
Although she cannot say positively that the 
present Chief Magistrate suffered in this way 
at her hands, she is certain that a spanking 
was a very rare event in the Fayetteville 
Academy. She used to endea vor to cure the 
faults of Grover with kindness, as she did 
those of the other little boys. 

The essays of the young 8. G. Cleveland, 
which Miss Cole had to pass upon will repay 
careful study. They do not indicate much 
precocity, but they show a commendable 
sobriety of thought and language. Here are 
some of them: 

TIME. 

Time is divided into seconds, minutes, 
hours, days, weeks, months, years and 
centuries. If we expect to become great and 
good men and to be respected and esteemed 
by our friends, we must improve our time 
when we. are young. George Washington 
improved his time when he wasa boy, and 
he was not sorry when he was at the head of 
a large army fighting for his country. A 
great many of our great men were poor 
and had small means of obtaining 
an education, but by improving their time 
when they were young and in school they ob. 
tained their high standing. Jackson wasa 
poor boy, but he was placed in school, and 
by improving his time he found himseif a 
president of the United States, guiding and 
directing a powerful nation. If we wish to 
become great and useful in the world we 
must improve Our time bey school.

He dealt in everything, in- 
cluding drugs and staves, The clerks, who 
were Cleveland and Tibbitts, had to wait on 
the customers and sweep out and clean the 
store and runerands for their employer and 
the neighbors. Dr. Tivbitts cherishes the 
recoliection that he used to sleep with the 
citizen whois now President of the United 
States. They slept in a room on 
thedirst story of the store. Their bed was a 
plain pine one of the old-fashioned kind, 
corded with clothes Ithes. Hair mattresses 
are a blessing generally introduced into this 
country since Mr. Cleveland grew up. This 
bed had a tick stuffed with straw which used 
to make its escape and corrugate their backs 
during the night. ‘The room was with- 
out carpet or wallpaper, and the only 
heat came from a pipe ending from over the 
store below, conse nae in winter they had 
hard work to * eep eezing. Plenty of 
rats kept them Bin bo at night. This is 
the kind of youthful experience that enabled 
the President to make his inaugural address 
bare headed in a snow storm. * 

T. T. B. Robinson, who now lives in a neat 
little cottage In Fayetteville, modeled after 
the Pantheon, boarded with young Grover 
Cleveland when he worked for McVicar. 

Ci Barkeune of Fayetteville deserves men- 
tionasthe boy who fought Grover Cleve- 
land. What is more to the point, he *‘licked’’ 
him, That fact is not at all discreditable to 
Mr. Cleveland, because his opponent was 
much older and larger. The provocation 
received by Mr. Barkeune, however, was 
quite suMcient. Cleveland had placed a pio 
on his seat at school in such a manner that 
the point entered him. 

Young Cleveland, according to his early 
business associate, Dr. Tibbetts, was very 
attentive to his dutie’ and served the neces- 
sariesandthe iuxuries of lite tothe inhab- 
itants of Fayetteville with promptness and 
gravitv. He had a humorous turn, however, 
and occasionally got into mischief. 

One day Cleveland, Tibbitts and two other 
boys, Decker and Evans by name, decided to 
break into the school after it was closed, just 
for the sakeofdoingit. After they had en- 
tered Judge Watson, a trustee, discovered 
them and they began to make off as quickly 
as possible. They climbed from an upper 
window with the help ofa lightning rod to a 
veranda; Cleveland, whose weight was very 
considerable at that time, ran a spike into 
his leg when he reached the veranda and 
each succeeding boy came down on his head 
and drove the spike in farther. When he was 
finally released, it was an unpleasant 
wound, but they bandaged it up and no one 
in authority ever knew about it except the 
Judge, who didn’t tell.

From a Roof-Peculiar Mortality 

Among. Cattle-A Horse in a Drug 
Store-Steamer Stuck in the Mud— 
other Accidents. 


New Yoru, March 11.—Jonn Ahearn and 
Patrick Bruin had been rivers men and com- 
panions in the junk business up to yesterday. 
They had many narrow escapes around the 
docks in their boat. ‘Long experience had 
made them dold. They frequently took 
chances and always boasted that they es- | 
caped. The men were on a junking expedi- 
tion yesterday at old plier No. 1, East River, 
one of the freight docks of the Pennsylvania | 
Railroad. One of the large floats used for 
transporting freight cars was lying in the 
slip and the junkmen tied their boat 
to it. They paid no attention to 
the fact that anothér float was coming into 
the slip and was bearing down: on them. 
The set of the tide was such that the float 
came on very rapidly and the two men, 
when it was too late; saw they were caught 
like ratsinatrap. They did not even have 
time to leap from their boat into one of the 
lighters. Their skift was crushed like an 
eggshell and both men were mangled and 
instantly killed. The bodies were recovered 
and held at the pier for the Coroner. 


A VITROL TANK BURSTS. 

New YOrK, March 11.—Several dozen chil- 
dren were playing this morning on Oakland 
street between Green Point avenue and Kent 
street, when they were warned by the yell- | 
ing ofa driver to get out of the way of a 


wagon, which was a heavy one, bearing a 
cylinder-shaped tank. When the wagon 
reached the spot where the little ones were 
playing, the axle broke and the 
tank struck the pavement. It burst and 
4,500 pounds of vitriol spread over the street. 

there was no apparent excitement until the 
deadly nature of the fluid became known, 

when the women of the neighborhood came 
down screaming for their littie ones, Volun- 
teers ran out in all directionsto warn coming 
vehicles, and the police, taking charge of the 
matter, threw out a guard in all directions,

The horse at- 
tached stepped in a pool of the oil and 
started back with a neigh of pain, spattering 
the vitriol over his hide and harness. It was 
driven aimost frantic and with difficulty was 
controlled. When it was led away the skin 
peeled off fts legs and its hoofs. Later in the 
afternoon the Fire Department flushed the 
deadly stuff into the sewers. 


ONLY ONE HURT. 
CINCINNATI, O., March 11.—While crossing

of the vehicle were John Dres, his 
wife, son and little grand daughter.

Dres had to be Tifted from the wagon. He 
was bleeding from the mouth and ears and 
could not speak. When examined at the 
hospital it Was found that he had sustained 
Internal injuries, and it may prove fatal, 

owing to his advunced age. When the engine 
struck the wagon the horse was torn from 
his harness, and strange as it may seem, the 
animal was but slightly scratched.

_ SHOT BY SIX RELATIVES OF THE WOMAN 


HE MURDERED. 


— 


Ssated on the Stone Where All the Mur- 
derers of the Nation Have Died, Elias 
Loring Stoically Receives the Bullets 
of His Exeoutioners—A Strange Cus- 
tom Carried Out With Marvelous Pre- 
Cision. | 


Cappo, I. T., March 11.—The execution of 
Ellas Loring, briefly told ina telegram from 
this place to the Posr-Drisraron yesterday, 
was Carried out according tothe ancient In- 
dian custom. It wasa remarkable specta- 
cle. ‘The scene was the court ground of 
Apuckshunubie, thirty miles from Oaddo. 
Loring was a full biood Choctaw, and his 
crime was the murder of an old woman 
named Cavalte. 

In compliance with the decree of the court 
whieh condemned the murderer, Loring was 
guarded by a detachment of the Choctaw 
Light Horse company until yesterday morn- 
ing, when he was taken tothe place of exe- 
cution, . 

Just asthe first streak of dawn appeared 
Loring was awakened from his sleep and 
taken to the inclosure which surrounds the 
Council chamber. This inclosure is in the 
form of a stockade, about 15 feet high, and Is 
a strong prison of itself. The entrance js 
- through a massive gate which is strong 
enough to resist the attack of a regiment. 

THE DEATH ROCK. 

About fifteen feet from the eastern side of 
the inclosure is a square rock half sunk into 
the ground. This isthe famous and historic 
death rock. This stone is flat topped and is 
sunk into the ground until its top is two feet 
above the surface. Here allthe executions 
of the tribe have taken place in the last 
tun years. The Choctaws are greatly en- 
ligh. med but the form of execution is one of 
the relics of barbarism that has been retained 
and while the court proceedings are accord- 
ing to the latest forms of jurisprudence, the 
executions must take place according to the 
long established forms and ceremonies of 
the tribe. The murderers la the 

ribe must be executed by the 
amily of the murdered person, Withig 
me inclosure were the relatives of the mur- 
lered woman and also those of her slayer. 
The Tribal Council and the Light Horse 
Guard, with but a few visitors, completed 
the number that were allowed within the in- 
closure. ~~ 

The death rock ig so situated that the sun 
does not strike it un about 11 o’clock in the 
morning and according to the law ofthe 
tribe the execution cannot take place ‘‘until 
the sun has Kissed the rock.’’ 

TRE FATAL SIGNAL. 

Justas day broke the sound of a drum 
aroused the inhabitants of the village and 
called together the members of the Light 
horse company. It was the death signal. 
Loring had been kept under guardin the 
council chamber and at the beating of the 
drum was given his last breakfast. He ate 
heartily and marched between two files of

One of the most interesting things about 
the sport of ski-running is the act of speed- 
contesting—the racing Gown long, snow-clad 
hills, sometimes several miles in length, at — boarinans . 
the bottom of which there is a steep break in ch Yeu bearin af 
the course called a precipe. From this 
precipitous point the runner jumps high in 
the air while going at a terrific rate of speed, 
and after describing an arc in the sky he 
alights on the snow below. 

This feat, which at first sight seems so dan- 
gerously near the suicidal line, is, as a mat- 
ter of fact, no more dangerous than many 
another sport, and the accidents are few, for 
those who make the jump have long been 
trained in the skiman’sarts.

PEORIA, III., March 11.—Grave fears are en- 
tertained that the dyke protecting the La- 
marsh district will giveway with the pres- 
sure of high water in which event great dam- 
age would be done. The dyke broke last 
year and the twenty families in 


the district barely escaped with their 


lives. They were forced to flee in their night 
clothes, and the district was devastated. It 
was thought the dyke had been fully re- 
paired, but a break was discovered yester- 
day. Manyofthe people are moving out. 
The Peoria & Pekin Union Rallway has watch - 
men stationed all along the dyke, 
and as soon as a fissure is 
discovered a construction train loaded with 
rock and dirt is hurried tothe scene. The 
water is now within eighteen inches of the 
top, and at the present rate will go over in 
twenty hours. The water in the river is 
rising at the rate of nearly an inch an hour. 
Two men who ventured ont ina small skiff 
to-day were caught on 
ice and dashed against the bridge. The 
ice split and they escaped by clinging 
to the piling until rescued. At the narrows 
above the city people are living-in the second 
stories of their houses, and one man has 
found it necessary to chain his house to ad- 
jacent trees to prevent its floating away. 
The approaches to both bridges leading 
to this city are under water. Travel 
has been suspended. Cases were reported 
to-day of live stock being destroyed by rising 
water in the Tasewell bottoms across the 
river.

Then the Spirit of Evil will appear, 
clothed in an embroidered scariet coat, a yel- 
low vest and water-green culotte. The head, 
resembling the head of a dog, with asses’ 
ears, will be surmounted by two horns, and 
its legs and feet will be like those of a cow.

M. Georges Du val obeyed, but the only re- 
sult was the loss of his pocketbook. 

As soon as the Abbe Boullaud died M. 
Jules Bois, a fervent apostle of literary mys- 
ticism, accused San Joseph Peladan and his 
follower, Stanislaus de Guaita, of having 
caused the death of the priestly sorcerer by 
envoutement. (Envoutement is a word that 
comes from ‘‘in vultus,’’ and should really 
be written envoultement.) One of the mys- 
tics explained the word to me, in this man- 
ner 

Nou hate some person so that you wish his 
death, but do not care to risk your own life. 
You make, or have made, a waxen effigy of 
your enemy. Then you place on or about 
this effigy a handkerchief or something else 
taken from the object of your hatred. From 
that time the waxen image has the sensibili- 
ties and the vitality of your enemy. Then 
thrust needles into the effigg, strike ſt on the 
head, break it in pieces, at the same time your 
enemy dies in horrible torture. And as the 
law does not believe in the ‘black art’ you, a 
real assassin, are free from all punishment,.’’ 
Of course a few cabalistic words must be 
pronounced, but it seems these are easily 
learned. 

M. Jules Bois says: It is incontestable 
that San Peladan and Guaita practise the 
‘black art’ daily, and for two years the Abbe 
Boullaud struggled with the evil spirits sent 
by his enemies from Paris. It is not at all 
impossible that he died from the supreme en- 
voutement. 

M. J. K. Huysmanus, the author of La 
Bas, a most extraordinary work, says that 
forthe past year San Peladan has sent him 
regularly each night at the moment he goes 
to sleep, blows on the head and face. For a 
time M. Huysmanus tried to believe that these 
blows were the result of imagination, but as 
his cat, whose imagination is not very vivid, 
receives shocks at the same time, M. Huys- 
manus is now fully convinced that they are 
the result of magic. 

Of the Abbe Boullaud, M. Huysmanus says 
he never knew a more elevated mind or 
purer heart. M. Huysmanus was accused 
of taking the abbe as his model for the 
Chauvine Doere, in La Bas, but he says 
that, on the contrary, his friend was the 
original of Dr. Johannes, quite another 
character. — 

In the occult world, it has been said that 
the Chantine Doere is no other than the Abbe 
Rocca, who has published a pamphlet hostile 
to the Pope, and whom I met a few years ago 
in New York. But this abbe isa savant, and 
most honest in his convictions. His only 
faultin the eyes of Catholics was that he 
tried to reconcile the church with modern 
ideas. and to associate Christ with Buddha. 

Because of these accusations and counter- 
accusations there have been challenges and 
duels, and in a certain world the results may 
cause a serious decision in one direction or 
the other.

hair were pulled. If the doll be brutalized 
the subject isin agony, and for some time it 
was thought that if the doll were crushed 
the subject would die. It has been proved 
that photographs touched by the hypnotized 
persons can be operated upon in the same 
manner, andthat the medicine can also be 
employed at a distance. Of course, it fol- 
lows that if medicines produce results at a 
distance, poisons can algo be efficacious ata 
distance. 

Now comes Dr. Hart of the British Medical 
Journal, who, by his experiments, proves 
that sar Peladan is utterly incapable of send- 
ing blows every night ton, Huysmanns, and 
utterly incapable of taking the Ile of any 
one by envoutement. 

Here is the experiment of Dr. Hart: 
doll receives the exteriorized sensibility and 
Vitality of the nypnotized person. This 
doll alone should serve as volt 
for the envoutement, but Dr. Hart 
places another doll exactly like the first—in 
his pocket. This doll, however, is not 
charged with the subject’s sensibility, and 
he substitutes it for the first, so that the 
hypnotized person does not know of the 
change. The subject feels every sensation 
as he did with the doll really charged with 
his vitality, and tae same experiment has 
been made with the glass of water and with 
medicine administered at a distance,

There was a lambDent pathos in this, as- 

sociatel, as it was, with shoes buckles and 
knee-breeches, that gave it a tender 
uniqueness.

It 18 
possible in France to ma hysterics his- 
toric, 

It was Sir Charles Lyall who remarked that 
the origin of man varied from monkey to 
mind, when we go from science to revela- 
tion. He began in one or the other. It was 
the esthetic privilege of Rousseau to demon- 
strate that he ended in both. 

There is nothing,“ says Oscar Wilde in 
the play, ‘‘like the devotionof a married 
woman. It is something that no married man 
knows anything about.’’ 

They cut these things off like coupons in 
Paris. 

Jou never know how devoted a woman 
can be to you, says Ohnet, ‘until she begins 
to love somebody else. 

‘‘Inever can bethankful enough, said 
Dumas pere, ‘‘that such things as virtue and 
religion exist. Without them the race would 
have Deen stupidly pure.“ 

Life, remarks Oscar Wilde, ‘‘is far too 
important a thing evér to talk seriously 
about.’’ 

Without going back to John Brougham, 
who spilled a good deal of this kind of phil- 
osophy in Pocahontas, modestly calling 
it burlesque, and who said ‘‘life was a con- 
undrum, and the only thing todo wasto give 
it up. it may be remarked that the boy who 
rents opera glasses atthe theater was quite 
equal to it, for he remarked to me: 

**It’s fortunate the people who go tothe 
theater are not good, or else the play 
wouldn’t be.’’ 

I was haunted by the sad reflection, as I 
came away fromthe theater, that nobody in 
this life can be as corrupt as his epigrams 
paint him. But, of course, we must not for- 
get that if a man cannot, like Jack the Rip- 
per, be irredeemably bad, he can at least se- 
cure attention by pretending to believe that 
everybody is. The advantage inthis alterna- 
tive is undoubtedly sparkle. Cynicism is 
properly aerated misanthropy. 

The old Puritan method by which every 
man could be his own incubus is not as ac- 
ceptable tooursociety as the esthetic method, 
by which one man can be the wild, vicarious 
nightmare of the whole get. 

We used to go to chureh toconfess our ins. 
We now go tothe theater to contemplate 
them. We have learned to despise ourselves 
by proxy. There is no use denying the im- 
proved tranquillity of it, especially when 
Oscar Wilde furnishes the plot and passion. 

He has made a play with all the serene in- 
consequence of spilled milk. But it has a 
demulcent swish. 

It is a play witha verbal rash. Attention 
is diverted from the results by the remarks, 
as one remembers a child forthe measles 
and not for the merriment. 

And, not only is it smart; it is contagious, 
Even the audience break out after a while in 
the same way, and made remarks. I heard 
a few of them. 

‘‘This is the play of the period, said one. 
„It continually stimulates the desire for a 
full stop.“

Of 
course it’s all ri@ht, because my moffey is 
bound to be here by thattime, and you will 
never be called upon, and it’s only a form, 
and you will not suffer, and I wouldn’t ask 
vou it I were not sure. Then to de very 
obliging to your friend, you would go securi- 
ty, sign the paper, and so stand responsible 
for his debts when the time came to pay for 
the pony or the house, unless his own money 
arrives by that time. 

This, then, is what has happened to Gov. 
McKinley. This friend’s money failed to be 
there when certain bills were to be paid, and 
Gov. McKinley, who had signed the notes, 
found himself obliged to give up his fortune 
to pay the debts of the friend. Even Mrs. 
McKinley’s money must go too, for she gives 
hers up willingly rather than let her husband 
fall to meet every obligation. This is nobte 
in her, but her friends are trying to see 
whether they cannot save her fortune to 
her. 

But how strange it all is! Gov. McKinley 
is the one after whom the famous McKinley 
bill is named that was framed to protect, as 
it was called, American interests. And now 
he finds his own money all swept away and 
makes no effort to save it. Perhaps he thinks 
that the only thing worth saving, after all, 
is not money, but the sense of having done 
the right thing.

Paul Ring, a well-known young man prom- 
mently connected here, mysteriously disap- 
peared from the city a couple of months 
since and his wife and other relatives are in- 
tently engaged trying to locate his where- 
abouts. Mr. Ring, who is now in his 27th year, 
had been acting strangely for some weeks 
prior to his disappearance; he told his 
relatives nothing whatever of his intention 
to leave and they greatly fear that he left 
while from a temporary aberration 
of the mind. 

Ring was engaged in the plumbing busi- 
ness, but he gave little time to it, having a 
penchant for horse racing. Friends of his 
claim that he bad an absolute mania for 
betting on races and that all his means went 
into the coffers of the bookmakers 
and pool-sellers. Some time ago, it appears, 
he disposed of his interest in the Ring estate 
for $6,000 in cash to his brother, and all this 
amount, it is reported, was sqaandered on 
horse-races. Inthe meanwhile young Ring 
neglected his plumbing business entirely. 

To a PosT-DIsPATCH reporter Mr. John 
Ring, a well-to-do merchant, who 
is the oldest brother of the 
missing man, said that he had nofears for 
his safety. 1 believe, he said, that he 
willturn up allright. He had been ill some 
time and acted queerly after his recovery. 
He left, I believe, while suffering from some 
temporary mental affection. His family and 
friends will certainly do their best to locate 
him and care for him if he needs assistance. 
I believe he has gone to some other 
city to follow his business in ths plumbing 
une. 

Mr. Ring is well Known in the city and only 
two years ago married Miss Judge, a daugh- 
ter ofA. J. Judge. His brothers are all well 
known business men and he has many friends 
who hope to see him back in the city within a 
few weeks. They do not believe there has 
been apy foul play, but hold to the 
opinion that he left while laboring under 
some severe mental strain. 

HE PLAYED THE HORSES. 
For some years be was a regular habitue of 
Pool Alley and lost considerably on races. He 
went there so often and put up so liberally 
that the touts took him for easy prey and his 
friends say he fell into their clutches without 
much effort on the part of the sharpers. This 
is the way the bulk of his inheritance . from 
his father’s estate went and there has been 
some criticism of his brother’s action in 
buying out the remainder of his interest and 
giving him $6,000 ine one payment. Fricnds 
of the missing man say this should have been 
eecured to his wife, instead of being let loose 
to tne book makers. Having lost all his 
means young Ring, it seems, became de- 
spondent, and for some weeks prior to his 
leaving avoided all hisrelatives. On one oc- 
casion, it is reported, he boarded a 
street car, and seeing a relative 
inside immediately jumped off. This his 
family took to be an evidence of mental 
weakness, but they thought it would wear 
away and that he would soon recover, know- 


* * As they did that he was not addicted to 
A wires in the use of stimulants. All the 


time, however, they realized that his ruling 
pass lon was to bet on races and take all sorts 
ot bogus information to guide his judgment. 
Running out of means he became 
desperate, it is claimed, and even 
“went so far as to resort to fraud to help swell 
the cash - box of the pool sellers who had been 
working him. Heobtained a stove, it ap- 
rs, from John Ringen under false pre- 
nses, and was only saved from prosecution 
the intervention of kindly disposed 
„ who knew his weakness. 
fact that his relatives are 
not over anxious about his disappearance 
strengthens the opinion that they know he is 
safe and sound and that he will turn up be- 
fore long. His young wife, who is now liv- 
ing at her father’s house, is said to be greatly 
worried over his protracted absence. No 
assistance has been asked of the police, and 
the theory of the family is that he has met 
with no accident nor has he been the victim 
ofany calamity.

O’Connor, assign is that they want to close 
the estate. It will pass from its present

WORLD’S FAIR. 


Exhibits to Be Made by the Colonists of 
South Africa. 

New York, March 11.—Among the many in- 
teresting exhibits at the World's Fair will be 
a large group of stuffed animals from South 
Africa. The skins arrived here last week 
and are now being set up by Fred Santer, an 
old taxidermist of this city. No savage 
beasts are shown, the exhibit representing 
only the animals which have been made 
useful.

Work of the Eocietv the Past Month—A

gate of 5,184. The headsor families classified 
according todenomination were: Protestant, 


878; Catholic, 166, and non-professing 937. Of 
those relieved 465 were out of work, 41 repre- 
sented deserted families, 118 were helpless 
because of small children, 630 were sick, 10 
maimed, 164 old age. 

During the month the society supplied 62 
sick families with medical attendance, 
physic and necessary diet; 1,09 pieces of 
~ were given away and 260 pairs of 
Shoes 

Since the woodyard was opened on Jan. 19, 
2,000 tickets calling for food and shelter were 
earned by sawing and splitting wood. The 
grate logs and kindling accumulated will be 
sold by the society on application at the office 
or yard, 

Since the first of the month the Society has 
embarked on a new charity. Having 
ascertained that many of the pub. 
lic school children in the eastern portion 
ofthe city north and south were actually 
starving for want of the per nourishment, 
the society undertook to furnish them witha 
midday meal. The charity was inaugurated 
March 1 at

dren have been furnished meals through the 
plan. As the idea isa new one and not con- 
templated by the society in the plan of its 
annual work there are no available funds to 
carry it on. It will cost $1,000 to Keep it up 
until June, and this the ‘society expects 
to do by public contributions.

They were disappointed in their 
anticipations of a week of comedy, 
but came very near having a rea 
tragedy as a substitute, George W. Collins 
and a tall stately brunette made their ap- 
pearance in Coilinsville during the early part 
of last week. The man arrived on Sunday 
and the young lady on the day following. 
They registered at the Commercial Hotel as 
New Yorkers. Mrs. Harkleroad, proprietor 
of the hotel, was made to understand that 
they were theatrical people, and that Col- 
lins was about to organize a company for the 
Gelectation of the Collinsville lovers of the 


‘Grama. The rest of the company, it was

ASHES AND RUINS. 


Nearly Four Acres of Boston’s Whole 
aale District Burned. 


THE PROPERTY LOS3 ESTIMATED AT 


NEAR $5,000,000. 


Scores of People Iajured and Some Known 
to Have Been Killed—The Fatality 
List Not Yet  Assertained Many 
Thrilling “Experiences--Car fables 
Burned—Fire Record. 


Boston, Mass., March 11.—It isa remarka- 
ble fact that the three greatest fires in 
Boston’s history were all signaled from 
the same box, No. ‘62. In the 
wholesale business district, where yes- 
terday morning stood costly and magnifi- 
cent business houses, to-day are nearly four 
acres of smoking ruins, bounded on the 
north by Essex street, east by Lincoln street, 
south by Tufts street and west by Kingston 
street. 

The number of lives lost cannot even yet 
be told. Two of those who jumped from 
buildings died of their injuries, but how 
many people were caught and burned may 
never be accurately determined. 

Of the property loss of $4,500,000a little 
over $1,000,000 is on buildings andthe re. 
mainder on stock. This is covered by an in- 
surance within $400,000 of the total loss. Only 
three persons are known to have lost ‘their 
lives. 

The assessed valuation of the buildings 
burned tothe ground, in round numbers, is 
$760,000. This sum does not include many of 
the buildings damaged by water. “The indi- 
vidual losses on buildings are as follows:

With this formal introduction Gen. Par- 
sons leaps in medias res, he goes directly to 
the point. ‘‘On the evening ofthe 5th inst., 
when forming the advance of the army, then 
moving on Cave Hill, I received an order 
from Brig.-Gen. Frost directing me by order 
of Maj.-Gen. Hindman to advance without 
unnecessary delay tothe summit of Boston 
Mountain, and occupy and hold it at all 
hazards. An hour afterwards Col. Monroe 
of the Arkansas Cavalry reported to me for 
orders. I directed him to press forward with 
‘all possible speed to the top of the mountain, 
where Col. Hunter’s regiment of my brigade 
had been ordered on the previous evening, 
and to cover my front with his cavalry 

_while I moved my infantry up the mountain 
with as much dispatch as their wearied con- 
dition would admit of and formed them in 
line of battle. I arrived at the summit about 
an houranda half before sunset and found 
Col. Hunter occupying an important position 

which his industry and good judgment 
caused him to strengthen materially by 
wooden breastworks. When I arrived 
at the point where I had intended to form a 
line of battle, I found a portion of Col. Mon- 
roe’s cavalry occupying the position. In a 
few minutes the action commencedin my 
front between the enemy’s pickets and 10of 
Col. Monroe's troops.

THE LATE GEN. FREEMAN. 


During the War a Drove of Rebellious 
Mules Led Him to Captivity. 

Gen. Tom R. Freeman, who died last week 
at Noesho, Mo., had an unlucky experience 
asa prisoner of war, after achieving some 
reputation as an active partisan commander. 
It was in February, 1861,when Gen. Price was 
in retreat to the Boston Mountains, followed 
by Gen.Curtis and culminating in the famous 
battle of Pea Ridge, on the 7th and sth of 


March, the anniversary of which conflict oc- 
curred the past week, Freeman held a com- 
mand in the rear guard of Price’s army,when 
some homesick mules, breaking loose stam- 
peded and took the road back to their Mis- 
souri pastures and corn cribs, 

Freeman,unwilling to part with so valuable 
a help in a forced march, started back fm full 
chase after the deserting animals, but im- 
prudently venturing too far, was entrapped 
in the meshes of the Federal advance and 
taken a prisoner, He, with some thirty 
others, was sent back to Springfleld under 
guard and remained a prisoner until ex- 
changed. 

Years after the war, Gen. Freeman in 
speaking of his capture attributed it to the 
untried duties of his position in the ranks. 
He said that when in command ofa partisan 
corps he did effective service. He knew how 
to handle a small body of men, and they 
never flinched under his orders, His ambi- 
tion was roused to deeds of daring, and he 
Knew every road, nook and corner of the 
broken country in which he operated. The 
Federals sent out in his pursuit were 
put on the wrong trail. He  har- 
assed their rear and struck effec- 
tive blows where they least expected. 
He eluded their vigilance and was never 
caught, Buthe frankly added with a sigh, 
that in co-operation with a large army he 
felt thathe wasoutof his element and of 
little account,as his easy capture demon- 
strated evento himself. What added a lit- 
tle to his mortification was the fact that he 
was captured by the man against whom he 
fought the fall before. By a singular freak 
of war Freeman was taken prisoner by Maj. 
Wm. D. Bowen, who led the advance in pur- 
suit of Price. 

In 1861, the first year of the war, Freeman 
commanded a force belonging to McBride’s 
brigade, with which he overran and terror- 
ized the southern tierof counties. Several 
federal detachments were sent out from 
Rolla tobring him in, but he managed to 
elude his pursurers amid the wild paths 
and savage bluffs of Currant’ River. 
At length Bowen was sent down, with a 
strong force, to hunt up and destroy the re- 
doubtable chieftain. Bowen made his head- 
quarters at Salem. Dent Co. A company of 
his men were quartered in the Court-house, 
and one night while they were asleep in their 
blankets on the lower floor Freeman stole up, 
having captured the pickets, and, station- 
ing his men at the windows, they delivered a 
murderous fire on the sleeping garrison. 
Guided by the flickering light of a lamp, their 
alm was sure and deadly. It was a coniplete 
surprise. A number were killed and 
wounded. The alarm soon roused the men 
quartered elsewhere in the town, and aftera 
short night conflict in the streets the Union 
forces held the place and the assailants re- 
tired, The secrecy and bolaness of the night 
attack carried consternation and alarm to 
the headquarters at Kolla, where Col. John 
B. Wyman held the command. 

Another incident that occurred shortly 
after the war, and which shows the feeling 
not then wholly eradicated, was occasioned 
by the visitof Gen. Freeman to Jefferson 
City. The representative from Haward 
County, Mr. Monks, observing the General 
seated inthelobby of the House, when his 
rabid Unſon feelings being excited, he rose 
in his seat and turning to the visitor, de- 
nounced him by name in bitter terms, and 
moved that he be expelled from the hall by 
the Sergeant-at-arms. Before the adoption 
of the resolution and to avoida scene, the 
General quietly made his exit from the hall.

Vexed Question, “Who Killed Him?” 
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MR FATHER IDENTIFIED THE DEAD IN- 


DIAN ON THAMES RIVER FIELD. 


She Is Aged Now But Distinctly Remem- 
bers Her Father’s Account of the Fiud - 
ing of the Body—Did Vice-President 
Johnson or Ool. Wheatily Fire the 
EhotP 


The early events in American history seem 
a long way uff, but one is sometimes forced 
to realize what a young great country this Is. 

Mrs. Anna Perkins of 2725 South Sixth street 
is the child of a man who participated in the 
battle in which the noted Indian chief Tecum- 
seh was killed, in the war of 1812. 

Mrs. Perkins is well advanced in years; her 
gray hairs give sign that she is in the ‘‘sere 
and yellow;’’ but she has a remarkable mem- 
ory, which is crowded with reminiscences of 
the frontier days in Ohio and Illinois, Her

father, Mr. John G. Pitman, was an ensign 
in Gen. William Henry Harrison’s army 
during the war of 1812, and it is of his deeds 
and adventures that she loves to tell. Ir. 
Pitman was born in 1782, and died thirty 
years ago, at the advanced age of 81. He 
was one of the pioneer settlers of Coshocton 
County, O., having moved to that region 
in 1800, when the Indians filled the forests 
and a few whites led a precarious existence 
in the clearings. Heis on record in the his- 
tory of the town of Coshocton as ‘‘one of the 
learned men of his day and date.’’ Ata later 
period in life he moved to Hancock County, 
III., where he spent the remainder of his days. 
Mr. Pitman, like all old soldiers, had his 
own private opinion about many events in 
which he participated. These opinions, es- 
pecially about matters in dispute, were not 
alwaysin accordance with the notions of 
the historians who have sent down to the 
ages their accounts of the war of 1812. 

Of one thing Mr. Pitman was certain, Col. 
Richard Malcolm Johnson of Kentucky, after- 
wards Vice-President of the United States 
under Van Buren, did not kill the great In- 
dian chief, Tecumseh, in the Battle of the 
Thames, fought Oct. 8, 1813. He 
always contended that Col. Wheet- 
ly, an old soldier in command ot 
a regiment in the Kentucky brigade, killed 
Tecumseh. The question as to who slew the 
great Indian sachem has never been satisfac- 
torily answered, although Col. Johnson is 
generally given the credit for the achieve- 
ment. The reason why the matter is in dis- 
pute is because Tecumseh, who was a Briga- 
dier-Generalin the British army, discarded 
hisrichly-ornamented uniform and military 
trappings and arrayed himself in the savage 
costume of his race, because he 
a presentiment that he would 
killed. Mrs. Perkins takes 
much interest in the problem as 
her father and repeats his story of how 
Wheetly killed Tecumseh with pleasure. 
After the battle, says she, Col. Wheet- 
ly. Tecumselu, several Indians and Col. 
Johnson lay on a Mackinaw blanket. All 
were dead but Col. Johnson. My fatherand 
three others carried Col. Johnson on the 
blanket and sat him up against a tree, at his 
own request. He asked fora drink of water, 
and one of the men with my father went for 
it, although it was not thought that he would 
survive until the water was brought, because 
he had a very severe wound in the body. The 
colonel’s cousin looked at him and 
gaid: ‘You are gone, Dick.’ ‘Oh, 
no,’ he repiied, ‘not this time.’ 
Gen. Harrison, Col. Cass, the commander of 
my father’s regiment and several other 
officers cametolookat Johnsonard all of 
them gave up hopes for his recovery. Gen. 
Harrison then said that he had been informed 
that some one in the group around Col, 
Johnson knew Tecumseh, who had been 
killed tn the fight, but could not be identified 
because he was dressed as were the other In- 
dians. My father, who knew Tecumseh well, 
said that he was the man meant,and he went 
with the Generalamong the dead. He found 
and recognized the great chief, who lay dead 
beside the corpse of Cols Wheetly. My father, 
Gen. Harrison and many officers 
examined the wound in Tecumseh’s body, 
and all of them concluded that it was a 
bullet from Col. Wheetly’s rifle which killed 
him, The wound was large and gaping and 
Col. Wheetly fought that day with a weapon 
which my father called a ‘‘Kentucky rifie’’ 
and which carried a very heavy bullet. 
There was no doubt at that time that Col. 
Wheetly killed Tecumseh. Col. Wheetly was 
a very old man, being about 75 years of age. 
He was from Kentucky and for some time 
before the battle his friends wanted him to 
go home, but he refused, and met his death 
at the hands ofthe Indians, not, however, 
before he had done his share of the slaughter 
with his trusty Kentucky rifle. 

**When it became known to the soldiers of 
Gen. Harrison’s victorious army that Te- 
cumseh was dead and that my father knew 
where the body lay, my father’s comrades 
wanted him to show them Tecumseh. He 
pointed out to them the dead chief, and 
many of the men took out their knives and 
cut long strips of skin from Tecumseh’s head, 
back and legs, and used it to make strops for 
their razors. 

It was only after the war that Col. Johnson 
got the credit in the histories for killing Te- 
cumseh. My father, who was in Col. Cass’ 
regiment, esteemed Col. Johnson, because 
when Gen. Harrison ordered Col. Cass to 
lead his men against a concealed body of 
Indians Col, Johnson stepped forward and 
sald that he would attack the position with 
his horsemen, and he did so. My father 
lived at Coshocton, Coshocton Co., O., and 
when in 1837 Col. Johnson and Gen. Harrison 
were canvassing in that neighborhood 
for the rival parties my father invited 
both of them to his house. My 
father put the question direct to Col. 
Johnson: ‘Did you kill Tecumseh?’ 
He smiled and answered: ‘I killed an Indian 
that day.’ That was all that he could say. 
He did not know whether or not he Killed 
Tecumseh, Forthis reason and especially 
on account of Tecumseh’s wound, my father 
always held that Col. wane ng Killed 
Tecumseh.’’ Mrs. Perkins’ plea in behalf of 
Col, Wheetly is certainly a very strong one. 
The circumstances of Tecumseh’s death in- 
dicate that his slayer was the aged soldier 
with tue trust bore, such as Daniel 
Boone, or old Leather Stocking or his side-

Even if Col. Johnson did not kill Tecumseh, 
he won sufficient laurels atthe battle of the 
Thames River to assure him a triumph. At 
the beginning of the war he raised a regi- 
ment of 1,000 Kentucky horsemen, armed 
with rifles and knives and accustomed to the 
ways of the Indtans. With his men 
he fought the savages in their own 
way and relieved Gen. Harrison’s 
army of annoyance and dread. He 
divided his regiment at the battle of the 
Thames, and giving half to his brother 
James to assail the British regulars he him- 
self, with the remalnder, rode upto the very 
edge of the swamp where the Indians were 
concealed. He dismounted his men and led 
them against the savages. The latter fought 
desperately, but Lieut. Col. James Johnson 
routed the British regulars who protected the 
Indians’ flank, and Cok. R. M. Johnson drove 
the savage horde against the bayo- 
nets of the Kentucky brigade, 
led by Gov. Shelby of Kentucky. 
Caught between two fires, Tecumseh and his 
men were either killed or driven into the 
woods. In this cross-fire Tecumseh prob- 
ably fell, for Col. Wheetly, as already said, 
hada regiment in the Kentucky brigade. 
Gen. Henry Proctor, the British Commander, 
narrowly escaped capture at the hands of 
Lieut.-Col. James Johnson. He lost every 
thing, his defeat being the climax of a long 
series of retreats, senseless delays and hesi- 
tating movement. He was dismissed in dis- 
grace for his lack of generalship. 

The American eagle screamed a 
mighty scream after this victory. Col. 
Joinson, who was supposed to have been 
fatally wounded, was carried to his seat in 
Congress the following February and re- 
ceived a fitting memorial for his services. 
Rut he could never get beyond the certainty 
that he killed an Indian atthe battle of the 
Thames. Washe Tecumseh? Johnson could 
not answer, as has been already seen, 

Tecumseh was born near Springfield, O., 
about 1768, and to the day of his death he 
nurtured a hatred of the United States, In 
1805 he began a movement to unite all the 
Western tribes against the whites, a 
scheme in which he was assisted by the prov- 
ocations of land speculators and by the 
bribes of British enemies. Gen. William 
Henry Harrison, the grandfather of ex-Pres- 
ident Harrison, who was at that time Gov- 
ernor of the Northwest Territory, kepta 
close watch on ths wily Tecumseh, and shat- 
tered his plans foraleague by the famous 
battle of Tippecanoe. Tecumseh then tried 
to amalgamate the Southern tribesina unton 
against the whites, and when the war of 1812 
broke out he was given command of the Brit- 
ish Indian allies and was made a Brigadier- 
General after the battle of Maguaga. 

Mrs. Perkins has a very retentive memory. 
Next to the death of Tecumseh, Mrs. Perkins 
loves to tell of her soldier father’s service 
under Gen. Hull, who surrendered Detroit to 
the British. Gen. Hull had served in the 
revolution and won great praise from Wash- 
ington and Congress. He was Governor of 
Michigan when the war of 1812 broke 
out. He capitulated to Gen. Brock, 
the British commander, in the fall of 1812. 
For this he was tried before a court-martial 
on a charge of cowardice, tound ygullty, sen- 
tenced to be shot, and told to go to his home 
at Newton, Conn., and awalt execution. The 
sentence was never carried out, but the dis- 
xraceclung.ohim. Mrs. Perkins says that 
her father, John G. Pitman, always maln 
tained that Hull’s surrender was one ofthe 
necessities of war. The old Revolutionary 
soldier did all he could to stem the tide of 
the foe. When Ensign Pitman and his 
comrades had become prisoners of 
war, theigBritish commander sent them 
home on the gauge given by Gen. Hull that 
for the remainder ofthe war they would be 
non-partisans. But the soldiers felt that 
they had been betrayed, and they did not 
feel themselves bound by Gen. Hull’s terms 
with the British. They Knewthat if they 
again took uparms for the American cause, 
and if they were captured and recognized 
by the British they were doomed 
to instant death. But the patriots 
of those days were not deterred dy such bug- 
aboos, and many of them re- enlisted.

Perkins thinks that many of them returned 
to the ranks through gratitude to the future 
President, Zachary Taylor, who was a Pay 
master in Hull’sarmy. Mrs. Perkins often 
heard her father say that Taylor handed 
over to his captors much of his treasure, but 
not all of it. A goodly* sum of it 
he hid in his boots, which he wore 
constantly for many days, until he 
got beyond the British lines. No one, 
vot even his comrades, knew that he car- 
ried a large sum of money in his boots, 
the firstthing he did when he had taken 
them off and eased his feet after their long 
imprisonment, was to pay tue released sol- 
diers their wages as far as the money would 

0. The men were much gratified and 

ocked back tothe American standard. The 
British protested, buttonouse. Among the 
number was Mrs. Perkins’ father, who 
haa the hardihood to become an 
ensignin Gen. Harrison’sarmy. He escaped 
capture, but after the battle of the Thames, 
a British officer who was taken prisoner in 
the action, recognized him as one of the men 
surrendered by Hull, and presumed to be 
under parole notto bear arms against his 
Britannic Majesty. ‘‘The soldiers were not 
so Numerous as in the Civil War,’’ explained 
Mrs. Perkins, and people did not forget 
faces so easily.’’ Mr. Pitman lived for many 
years in Coshocton, but in after life he 
moved to Hancock County, III., where he 
died in the fullness of time, with his memory 
alive to the last with the events of 1812.

The Great Pains Taken by Prof. Schasberle 
to Determine the Appearance of the 
Corona—The Phenomena of Total Solar 
Eclipses—How the Ancients Regarded 
Them. 


It is rather a remarkable fact that the wise 
men ot some of the ancient nations were 


able to predict the times of eclipses of the 


moon. It is related of a certain Chinese 


Emperor that on one occasion he was seated

of a sudden the moon was blotted out of his 
sight. Whereupon he became so angry at 


“the fallure of his pet astronomer to foretell 


the event that he had him straightway 
put to death. The instruments used by these 
ancients were extremely simple, yet they 
served to disclose facts about the movements 
ofthe heavenly bodies that remain to this 
day mysteries tothe great mass of the peo- 
ple. The Greeksand Egyptians were able, 
for instance. to form a fairly accurate idea of 
the distance of the earth from the sun by 


means of a post stuck in the ground, They

20,000,000 miles. 

Ever since man has existed as an intel - 
ligent being he has observed that the moon 
changes its place in the sky from night to 
night, and undergoes a regular succession of 
phases, each occurring after equal intervals, 
It was to be expected, then, that such clever 
people as the Chinese, Egyptians and Chal- 
deans should have eventually discovered 


that this path of the moon in the sky fre-

Especially was this true of total eclipses of 
the sun. Those who have seen such a total 
solar eclipse in a clear sky can scarcely 
wonder that ignorant persons should have 
been somewhat dismayed at having their 
light suddenly snatched away .from them 
without apparent cause. It is a matter of 
historical record that eclipses have turned 
the tide of battles, have putastopto expe- 
ditions and have caused general, though 
temporary, reforms in morals on the part of 
many of the ancients. 

There isastory in this connection about 
two Asiatic countries which were preparing 
to make war against each other because the 
King of one country refused to give up his 
daughter to be the seventeenth wife of the 
other king. The armies were just on the 
point of engaging in battle when a total 
eclipse ofthe sun occurred. Peace was im- 
mediately declared; and the King with the 
daughter hastened to offer her in marriage to 
the other King, together with a number of 
costly presents, thinking this was the will 
ofthe gods. The other King declared that 
be didn’t want the young woman after all, 
and the matter was finally decided by lot. At 
another time a total eclipse occurred during 
a battle between the Medes and the Persians, 
when both sides fung down their arms and 
declared peace. 

Many important events have been fixed by 
tracing back the dates when eclipses have 
occurred. This is just as easy a task as find- 
ing out when they will take place in the 
future, and these phenomena are used as 
sort of milestones in the progress of civiliza- 
tion.

The eclipse will 
last a little more than three minutes, and it a 
cloud should happen to obscure the sun at 
the time, it is pretty safe to say that there 
will be at least one disappointed man in the 
world. : 

Prof. Schaeberle’s theory of the corona is 
that it is caused by the eruption of humerous 
quantities of ignited gases from the surface, 
which are speedily drawn back by the sun’s 
tremendous attractive power. This tossin 
up and down of highly illuminated materia 
all over the surface of the sun causes a sort 
of halo of light, whichis seen only during a 
total solar eclipse. The reason that the 
coropa is not seen at other times is because 
the farth’s atmosphere is illuminated. It is 
for this reason that we cannot see the stars 
in day time. Prof. Schaeberie has drawn a 
diagram of what he expects the corona to 
look like. It represents the sun in the center 
of two crossbars of rays of light, shaped 
somewhat like a fish’s tall. 

The portion of the corona nearest the sun 
is extremely bright. witha greenish, pearly 
tinge which contrasts fimely with the scarlet 
blaze of the prominences. These are cloudy- 
looking bodies of intensely heated gases, 
shooting upwards from the surface of the 
sun. They project outward much further 
than the corona and are composed of differ- 
ent gases. In the corona, however, there 
are streaks and filaments which radiate out- 
ward and reach, occasionally, the enor- 
mous distance of 9.000, 000 miles. A most 
striking feature of the corona usually con- 
sists o certain dark rifts which reach 
straight out from the moon’s limb, clear to 
the extremest limit of the corona. The cor- 
ona varies much in brightness at different 
eclipses, and of course the details are never 
twice the same. Its total light under ordin- 
ary circumstances is at least two or three 
times as great as that of the fall moon, 

A thorough spectroscopic examination of 
the corona was first made in 1869, when an 
eclipse passed over the western part of the 
United States. The most remarkable char- 
acteristic was found to be a bright green 
line which indicated the presence in the con- 
stitution ofthe corona of a substance un- 
known on the earth. To this substance the 
provisional name of coronium was given. 
Hydrogen has also been found in large quan- 
titles. But the corona as a whole is so 
extremely tenuous that comets which In sev- 
eral cases have passed through it have re- 
appeared without experiencing the least per- 
ceptible disturbance. ‘‘It is probable,’’ 
says Prof. Young, of Princeton, in this con- 
nection, that ata very few thousand miles 
above the surface the density of the corona 
becomes far less than that of the best 
vacuum we can make in an electric lamp.“ 

Very interesting things take place just be- 
fore and during a total eclipse of the sun. If 
you did not kno that an eclipse was about 
to occur you would not notice any increase 
in darkness until the greater part of the sun 
had been obscured. This is because the sun 
is so very bright that even a small fraction of 
the disc left uncovered is capable of giving 
us all the illumination we heed. When the 
sun is mostly obscured the shadows begin to 
have a pecullar look~as if they were cast by 
lime light. The light shining through the 
interstices of leaves, instead of forming a 
littles ciicle on tae earth, as it does unde or- 
dinary circumstances, makes a little cres- 
cent—an image of the partly covered sun. 

The darkness now begins to be appretlated 
and increases rapidly. Animals are greatly 
puzzled, and fowls quit scratching the barn- 
yard and go to rest under the impression 
that night has set in. It grows slightly 
eolder and t some instances it — 8 
observed that dew appeared on the grass. 

Since the moon always moves towards the 
east the western horizon will be the first to 
be obscured. By watching carefully at the 
proper time the observer will see the shadow 
coming along like a wild, licking tornado. It 
advances with almost terrifying rapidity. 
Itisthe tip end of the shadow of the moon 
and the swift motion will afford some idea of 
the immense velocity of the moon in its 
orbit. The sudden change from light to 
dark causes ‘‘fringes,’’ so called, to appear 
on various objects. These fringes are sup- 
posed to be an optical illusion, due to irregu- 
lar, atmospheric refraction of the light 
coming from the indefinitely narrow strip 
of the sun’s limb on the point of disappear- 
ing. 

The darkness, however, is not intense. As 
soon as the disc is obscured the corona and 
prominences make their appearance 
and the light from theseis equal to that of 
three or four full moons. And since the 
moon’s shadow when it strikes the earth is 
never more than a few hundred miles in 
diameter, a large — of * is refract- 
ed into the eclipsed region from the surround- 
ing air when the sun is shining brightly.

SOLID TRAIN TO HOT SPRINGS, 


The Iron Mountain route has in addition to 
its regular train servicea solidtrain from 
St. Louis to Hot Springs, consisting of Pull- 
man buffet sleeping cars, leaving St. Louis 


daily at 6:30 p.m. and arriving at Hot springs 
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During the present Season, in these lati- 
tudes, a luminous area may generally be ob- 
served in the western sky, after the disap- 
pearance Of twilight, extending upward from 
the horizon aud forming roughly a narrow 
triangle with a blunted point. It may not be 
well seen in towns where the electric light 
has come to biot the delicate beauties of the 
sky, but in the country it can now be ob- 
served, and while not a phenomenon so con- 
spicuous as to attract general attention, it is 
too prominent to escape the notice of a care- 
ful observer of nature’s ways and aspects. 
It has a broad base; its axis lies near the 
ecliptic and the main portion of the light 
falls within the Zodiac; hence its name, 
**zodiacal light. In shape it might suggest 
the pillar of fire’’ that went before the 
Israelites by night, for it looms up in stately 
grandeur, but its glow is ghostly and it re- 
sembies rather the Northern Lights,although 
it usually shines more steadily than they, 
and more benignly, for they sometimes 
blaze forth timidly—as Aytoun, the Scotch 
poet, says: 

Fearful light that never glimmers, 
Save where Kings and heroes die. 

Whence comes this ghostly glow,which men 
call the zodiacal lignt? There are many 
theories, but perhaps the most interesting is 
that which attributes its glimarer toa cloudy 
ring, more tenuous than the thinnest air,and 
klirdling the earth at a distance that makes it 
a very close neighbor and companion of the 
moon. The thought isa somewhat startling 
one, yet startling only from its novelty, for 
it isentirely in accordance with what we 
know of our sister planet Saturn, and it con- 
Sists perfectly with La Place’s celebrated 
theory of the formation of globes. 

This great theory of La Place, called his 
nebular theory, supposes animmense body 
of nebulous, rotating matter, from which the 
sun was frst condensed. The remainder of 
the. nebula, continuing to rotate, would 
gradually evolve a succession of solid or 
liquid rings, which eventually might be ex- 
pected to break up. Very seldom, indeed, 
would a ring cool with sufficient regularity to 
retain its annular shape as a solid. Now, 
there is nothing improbable inthe idea that 
no one of the planets may have absorbed in 
itselfall the nebulous matter of the ring 
from which it was originally formed, and 
hence there may be, to each of them, a 
remainder substance in the form of a ring, 
or rings, with the planet forthe center. In 
the case of Saturn, sucharing is shown by 
the telescope. And we may well ask Khether 
there may not be still a remainder of the 
nebulous matter left from the ring originally 
producing the earth—the nebulous substance 
of that ring not having been all exhausted 
in the formation of our earth and its moon, 
and showing itself in the phehomenon under 
consideration. 

APPEARANCE OF THE LIGHT. 

The brightness of the zodiacal cone de- 
pends upon the season of the year and time 
of night when observed. The time of short- 
est twilight coincides with the greatest 
brilliancy of the phenomenon. In the lati- 
tude of &t. Louis the evening zodaical cone 1s 
brilliant from the middle of January to the 
middie of March, The light has frequently 
been seen to cast a distinct shadow, especially 
when snow isonthe ground. It greatly out- 
shinesthe Milky Way. Its light has great pen- 
etrating power;even under the atmospheric 
conditions wher the Via Lactea is made nearly 
invisible, the zodiacal cone loses but little of 
its light. The light is dense, though dull and 
{ll defined, and the impression is given that 
the matter producing it has great Cepth. 
Although sometimes extremely effulgent, the 
light is easily effaced ; Venus shining brightly 
in that quarter of the sky, has been seen to 
blot it out completely. 

The morning zodiacal light is visible under 
similar conditions as is the evening display, 
but at the opposite season of the year. In 
the latitude of St. Louis it is at its greatest in 
September and October. 

HUMBOLDT’S BRILLIANT DESCRIPTION. 

In tropical latitudes the zodiacal light is 
seento excellent advantage. Thedeep azure 
ofthe sky, and the brief twilight give ita 
distinctness and luminosity never witnessed 
elsewhere. Wearetold thatin Egypt it is 
clearly visibleevery night, exeept when the 
light of the moon is too great, from January 
to June; and Humboldt reports having seen 
itshine with greater brightness than the 


Milky Way, from different parts of the coast 
of South America, and from placesin the 


Andes more than 13,000 feet 
above the sea level. And once,

to Mexico, he saw it in greater magnificence 
than ever before. Long narrow clouds. 
scattered over the lovely azure of the sky ap- 
peared low down inthe horizon as if in front 
of a golden curtain, while bright varied tints 
played from time to time on the higher 
clouds; it seemed a second sunset. Towards 
that side of the heavens the light diffused ap- 
peared almost to equalthe moon in her first 
quarter. 

THE ZODIACAL BAND. 

Evidently in close connection with the zo- 
diacal light is the zodiacal band. It is one of 
the faintest objects in the heavens, and for 
this reason has escaped the attention which 
it deserves. It may be described as an ex- 
tremely faint zone of light somewhat wider 
than the milky way, which, like a narrow 
strip of gauze, is stretched across the sky 


along the zodiac from horizon 
to horizon, and which can be 
seen at all times of the night. It 1s 
belt with parallel sides of nearly 
equal width throughout, whieh as 
though a second and much fainter 


milky way forms a faint prolongation of the 
' acal Zone across the sky. It is most fa- 
vorably situated for observation at the same 
season ofthe year when the zodiacal cone is 
then it forms a high and per- 
from east to west. It is so faint 
th in order to detect it at any time it is 
nece ssary for the observer to seek out the 
dark est places in the sky, shifting the eyes 
rapidly and continuously along the sky from 
north to south, and the reverse, and thus 
by degrees to narrow the vision down to 
the faint band of light upon the zo- 
diac, It is most east seen late 
in the evening after the zodiacal cone has 
sunk below the horizon, sinee the bright- 
ness of the latter is apt to dim it by contrast. 
It is also best seen when it makes a large 
angle with the milky way or when the latter 
is on the horizon. Towards midnight the 

odiacal band is decidedly brightest at the 

ighest portion of this arch, where is seen 
what the Germans Cali the ‘‘geggenschein,’’ 
or opposite glow’’—a „ of light some 
seven degreesin diameter, decidedly brighter 
than the zodiacal band and yet very faint, 
much fainter than any central portions of 
the milky way, 

HISTORY OF THE PHENOMENON. 

The zodiacal light must early have at 
tracted the attention of star-gazers. Among 
the Moslems, to whom it was important on 
ritual grounds to determine accurately the 
moment of daybreak, at which, during Ram- 
adan, the dally fast begins, the morning zo- 
diacal light seems to have been observed 
from a very early period, and to have n 
known as the false davn, of the wolt's 
tail.’’ In Christian Europe Kepler seems to 
have been the first to observe it. He de-

in 1680, and Childrey, a British chronicler, in 
1659; Dut the attention of rs was 
first prominently called toit by Cassini.

One is struck, no doubt, with the near 
approach which our elements show, between 
the ine of nodes of the zodiacal light and 
that of the nodes of the terrestrial equator 
upon the ecliptic. This circumstance, as far 
as it is verified, may help to explain the 
causes of this luminous phenomenon—causes 
which are, it may be, more local than has 
hitherto been sup sed. 

THE GREAT RING THEORY. 

The fact that the zodiacal ight can be seen 
stretching acrossthe sky, with the gegen- 
schein in the region directly opposite the sun, 
has been he!d an insuperable dimeulty 
against admitting that the phenomenon has 
the sun for its center of reference; and as- 
tronomers seemed thrown about for a theory 
that it was an appendage ofthe earth. This 
opinion was at first elaborately announced 
by the Rev. George Jones, Chaplain in the 
United States Navy, who accompanied the 
United States Japan expedition in 1853-4. 
Chaplain Jones observed the zodiacal light 
unremittingly for months, in’ latitudes and 
at times when it could be, seen to the 
best possible advantage, and he came to 
the interesting conclusion that the light was 
occasioned by a nebulous ring len 
earth. He ass igned to this ring a width of 
20 to 60 deg. on the arch of the heavens, 
Supposing it to be 100,000 miles from the 
earth, its width would be 52,600 miles, Its 
thickness is a matter of conjecture, but the 
amount of material must be immensely 
great. Jones was disposedto think the ring 
to be to some extent self-luaminous, and he 
advanced the idea that it may be the source 
or our aerolites or falling stars. 

This hypothesis was warmly received by a 
large fraction of the scientific world, and it 
was accepted with some modifications b 
Prof. Stephen Alexander, one of the eminen 
scientists of the period. Prof, Alexander 
held that Chaplain Jones’ nebulous ring 
might rather be termed a girdle, encirclin 
the earth at a distance not very far from tha 
of the moon. 


MERCURY VISIBLE. 


Planet May Be Seen This Week 
Without a Telescops. 

Sharp eyes will have a chance this week to 
obtain a view of the planet Mercury. This 
little twinkler is so near the sun and 60 rapid 
of motion that itcan only be detected at or 
near the period of its greatest elongation, 
and then only under very favorable circum- 
stances. It can best be seen when its path 
makes a wide angle with the horizon and 
when twilight ts short. These conditions are 
fulfilled this week. On the tIi4th inst. 
it is about 18% deg. from the sun 
and may be seen soon after sunset in the 
western sky. That bright star about three- 
fifths of the way toithe zenithis Jupiter. Mer- 
cury will be directiy below it, but only about 
one-third of Jupiter’s distance from the 
horizon. It is the only luminary in that sec- 
tion, but it is a minute object and may not at 
first be located. As twilight subsides it may 
be seen near the horizon and its white 
flashing will engage attention. Mercu 
twinkles more than any other of the planets. 
Mercury can be seen for several days before 
and after the l4th, ifthe weather allows, It 
then rapidly recedes westward, and on the 
ist passes 3 deg. above the sun and becomes 
a morning star.

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THEIR OPERATION EXPLAINED FOR 
THOSE WHO DON’T UNDERSTS 
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Written for the SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH. © 
How many of the thousands of people who 
daily ride in the felectric street cars of St. 
Louis, have any well defined understanding 
of the actual system of operating an electric 
road? Perhaps nota tithe know why it Is 
they being propelled from street to street 
ana after mile, and fewer still have 
given the matter sufficient thought to know 
what a really simple thing it is to make elec- 
tricity drive a series of cars along tracks 
stretching from the center of the city to re- 
mote suburban districts. The reason of this 
is not thatthe average mind cannot grasp 


the explanation of what at first ap- 
pears a problem, but that busy 
people are scared off dy the 


thought that in order to enlighten .them- 
selves they would have to devote time and 
close study toa subject which they are not 
obliged to master. Electricity is called, in 
common parlance, the mysterious or subtle 
force. Yet it is not more mysterious than 
the force of gravity, capillary attraction and 
other well-known natural forces. Every child 
knows that an apple will fall from the tree to 
the ground, and it Is not necessary for him 
to delve into the whys and wherefores of 
gravitation to accept the results. Butinthe 
case of the electrical fluid or current, grown 
people stump their toes over that very ob- 
stacle, and because they cannot under- 
stand just what electricity is, give 
up all hope of finding out how it performs its 
work in the world. This was demonstrated 
duringa conversation on a Washington ave- 
nue car the other day, when an intelligent 
business man found himself seated beside 
one of the best-known electricians of the 
city, with whom he was well acquainted. 
Will you tell me, said the man of affairs, 
hy we are being driven along at this 
rate? 

Electricity, laughed the expert. 

have no doubt I remind you, replied 
the other, ot the naive young debatante, 
who, finding herself next to the philosopher 
at dinner, asked him to tell her the history 
of the world while ‘madam is carving the 
turkey, but I really ask for information 
and have never before had the temerity to 
acknowledge my ignorance."’ 

**Blectricity,’’ began the scientifiicC man, 
clearing his throat, is generated in and by 
the armature wires and gathers force from 
an interactive, cumulative effect between 
armature current and magnetic effect—.’’ 

Hold on, exclaimed the unversed in- 
guirer. If you are going to tell it to me like 
a book I had better go home and get a work 
on electricity and study it. I thought there 
was an A, B, C to the subject, and hoped you 
could teach it to me as you would a child.’’ 

**I can, but don’t be frightened at words. 
Now can you accept the fact that there is such 
a thing as electricity, just as you admit the 
existence of other things you don’t under- 
stand the origin of, while you still Know the 
fact that they do exist?’’ 

**Yes; goon.’’ 

Very well, my child. Once upon a time, 
some sixty years ago, a man named Faraday 
discovered that if a loop of copper wire be 
moved in certain ways in the neighborhood 
of a magnet, thatis a plece of iron or steel 
wound with wire through which a current is 
passing, an electric current would flow in 
the loop. No matter why, mind you; it has 
that effect because of a naturallaw. The 
dynamo of to-day is simply a machine in 
which a large number of loops of cépper 
wire, called an armature, are made to re- 


volve between these magnets, which causes 
the electric current to low. This current is 
taken up by copper plates and conveyed to 
the outer part of the dynamo, where 
*‘brashes’ or pieces of copper which rub 
against the covering of the axle take it up. 
The wires are attached to these rushes and 
they carry the current away. 

Mou have now made your electricity, and 
that is literally all there is to the dynamo. 
The armature is revolved by machinery 
driven by asteam engine or other outside 
power. 

What do you do next?“ 

„The electricity is conveyed by means of 
wires connected with the armature loops to 
the motors in the cars?’’ 

‘*What do the motors d0?’’ 

„Motors are dynamos put toa different 
use. The principle upon which the two ma- 
chines actis the same, with this difference 
only; instead of gonerating the electricity 
like thedynamo the motor hasit inducted 
into it and is driven by it instead of by steam. 
Here the electricity causes the armature to 
revolve.’’

It you are afraid of technical terms, you'd 
better let it go at that. The rotation is caused 
by an attraction setup by the electric cur-

rent, but never mind that. Accept 
the fact that the inducted current 
causes the motor armature to revolve 


and you have almost started your car. The 
poles or axies of the armature have cog 
wheels at the end that fit intothe cogs on the 
Axle of the car truck. Consequently when 
the armature revolves the car axle turns and 
with it the car wheels. That is what is going 
on under this car now. The 
motor armatures—there are two motors 
under each car—are -spinning around, 
and being connected by cog wheels to the 
axies, they make the axles revolve and the 
caris bound to go. You have only to use 
your eyes tosee how the electricity reaches 


the motor. It is conveyed from the power - 


house by overhead wire, called the trolley 
wire, directly above the track. The trolley 
pole touches it as the car moves along and 
the current runs down a wire along the pole. 
The wire passes down into the machinery 
under the car and into the motor.’’ 

What does the motorman do?“ 

**Manages the controlling handles, They 
are only a mechanical contrivance which 
any body could manipulate. Nothing mys- 
terious about them, I assure vou. 

Notwithstanding all this simplicity, the 
Operating of an electric railroad is 
a work of magnitude. It is a populer error 
to suppose that electricity is the fundamental 
motive power, and it is a fact that electric 
cars are as surely propelled by steam as are 
cable cars. Steam ia at the bottom of It all 
the initial force. Electricity only conveys 
this force along the route. Out at the power 
house of the Bellefontaine line may be seen 
two magnificent Corliss engines, each of 600- 
horse power, and Chief Engineér Bobbitt will 
tell the visitor with pride that there is more 
power condensed ina smali space in that 
plant than in any other in the country. The 
engines are ot the finest make and each turns 
a fly wheel 20 feet in diameter, and weighing 
70,000 pounds. These fly- wheels are belted to 
the generating machines, each wheel con. 
veying the power for turning the armatures

The present 
power looms run 140 to 180 picks per minute, 
but this contrivance easily picks 280 to 800 a 
minute. Altogether it is very wonderful, but 
no details of its construction or data or 
practical tests of its workings have yet been 
made public. hak 

The streets of Rome are shortly to be 
lightea throughout by electric lamps sup- 
plied with current from dynamos located at 
the cascade at Tibur, twenty miles from the 
city, in the Alban Hills? This plant is known 
as the Tivoli long-distance power transmis- 
sion line, and has been used considerably 
for experimental purposes before beginning 
practical work, The probable. thoughts of 
Julius Cœsar or Cato the Censor, could this 
State of affairs have been foreseen by them, 
would furnish a good blank for a missing- 
word contest. 

There are at present 1,850 cities and towns 
in the United States equipped with electric 

lights. It is interesting to note that Penn- 
sylvania takes the lead with 150 towns, New 
York and Illinois following with 147 and 183 
respectively, and that in the first State there 
are no less than thirty-two new lighting cor- 
porations which have not yet commenced 
business. There are over 500 railways oper- 
ated by electricity in the country, and 200 
more incorporated holding. franchises allow- 
ing the use of electric power. 

The convention of the National Plectric 
Light Association, which closed in this city 
Thursday, March 2, was in many respects the 
most successful meeting the association has 
ever held. The papers read were both in- 
structive and entertaining, and when pub- 
lished will furnish excellent reading’ ma- 
terial for electricians for some time to come, 
Some of the subjects were Long Distance 
Transmission of Power, Morals of Cor- 
porations,’’ The Incandescent Lamp From 
a Commercial Standpoint,’’ Underground 
Conduits for Conductors, and Thermal 
Storage for Central Stations.“ 

A novel use for incanaescent lamps is thus 
given by a foreign technical journal: ‘‘Before 
putting on one’s shoes in the morning a 
lighted Incandescent lamp is placed in each 
shoe, thus bringing it up to a comfortable 
temperature. If two lamps are placed in 
series the current required willbe so small 
that it will probably not start the meter and 
will therefore cost nothing.’’ How long the 
lamps should be putin the shoes before the 
shoes are put on, and how a shoe with a lamp 
in it can be worn, and what the advantage of 
this complicated arrangement is over the 
ordinary practice of throwing one’s foot gear 
near a register is not stated. 

The opportunities offered electrical invent- 
ors have never been more favorable than to- 
day; that is, ifthe inventoris great enough 
to rise a little superior to the men who have 
preceded him in any certain field of work.

- Week—Arguments for and Against the 

# ppropriation—The City’s Remedy. 


The House Committee on Appropriation of 
the Missouri Legisiature seems strongly dis- 
posed to stick no its determination to limit 
the St. Louis Asylum to $20,000 for the coming 
two years despite the protests of the St. 
Louls delegation, and the delegation sent to 
the capital by the Board of Health. Chair- 
man Rust adheres to his opinion that the 
State is under no legal or moral 
obligation to. contribute anything 
to the support of the asylum: 
and unfortunately other members of the 
committee and enough to control its opera- 
tions take the same yiew of the situation. So 
pronounced in his opinion was Mr. Rust 
that he said st. Louis would get nothing at 
all ifit did not complacently accept $20,000 
This angered Representative Drabelle and 
other St. Louls members and they very 
frankly told Mr. Rustand his aggregation of 
money dispensers that the city would not be 
satisfied and that it would protest and 
fight it out on the floor of the House. Unless 
the committee changes its attitude toward 
the asylum there will be no end of acrimony 
when the bill is taken up for consideration in 
the Committee of the Whole. Drabelle, who 
will lead the fight, isas good a parliament - 
arian, if not a better one, than Chairman 
Rust, and he will have no end of amend- 
ments to offer. The consideration of the bill 
in Committee of the Whole gives the St. 
Louis delegation a splendid opportunity to 
made a winning fight, as the previous ques- 
tion cannot be ordered to shut off debate. 

INJUSTICE TO ST. LOUIS. 

The policy of the Appropriations Commit- 
tee throughout has been to treat this city H- 
liberally despite the fact thatit pays fully 
331% per cent of the taxes. The St. Louis del- 
egation supported the Bradley dramshop 
bill, which raises the State license 
from 350 to $100 per year, thereby 
adding over $250, 000 a year to 
the State revenue. Of the 5,358 dramshops in 
the State more than one-half are in this city 
and will accordingly contribute the bulk of 
the increased revenue derived through the 
passage of the Bradley bill, which has 
already been signed by the Governor. Em- 
phasis will be placed on this fact during 
the debate unless Mr. Rust and 
the controlling majority of his 
Committee recede from the position they 
have taken. Figures and statistics have been 
proposed showing that the city has for years 
been the victim of county authorities inthe 
State who find it cheaper to ship their insane 
and paupersto the city rather than care for 
them at the expense of the counties. The 
counties are obliged topay $140 per year for 
every insane person they send tothe State 
asylums at Fulton, St. Joseph and Nevada, 
but rather than do this the officials prefer, 
when they have an insane person on hand, to 
thrust the responsibility on St. Louis or 
Kansas City. They have only to buy a rail- 
road ticket, put the person on the train and 
start him in the x 4 of St. Louls. He 
reaches Union Depot, wanders aimlessly 
about, gets picked up by the police, is 
examined by the Dispensary physician and 
committed to the asylum. This imposition 
has been practiced on the city for years and 
the last Legislature realized and appreciated 
it when it set apart $85,000 to assist the city in 
conducting the asylum for 1891 and 1992. 
Chairman Rust has gone on record denounc- 
ing that action as nothing short ofrobbery and 
an imposition on the tax- payers of the State. 


PRESENTED THE ARGUMENTS. 


In their arguments before the committee 
Friday night City Counselor Marshall and Dr. 
Otto E. Forster, representing the local Board 
of Heaith, made the point shat the city of St. 
Louis was just as much entitled to assistance 
from the State in caring for its insane as any 
other part of the State. They also con- 
tended that the population of the In- 
sane Asylum, Poor- house, Fe male 
Hospital and House of Refuge was largely 
made up of unfortunates, saddied on the city 
by Missouri counties. 


Why don’t you ship them back where you 
get them?’’ asked Chairman Rust. 

Well, we cannot always locate the towns 
from which they come. They get off the 
trains, wander about and finally fall Into the 
hands of the police. An insane person is not 
a reliable source of , information as 
to whence he came, answered Mr. 
Marshall, but we do —— that a large ma- 
jority or the outside insane cared for in St. 
Louis come from this State. Then we care 
for your unfortunates in our other institu- 
tions. We are asking only what we consider 
justice to the city and that is fair treatment 
for the asylum.’’ The discussion be- 
tween Chairman Rust and Coun- 
selor Marshali lasted over an hour 
and when the committee adjourned Rust 
seemed more obdurate than ever. He told 
Mr. Marshall that St. Louis had the same 
remedy as Kansas City. We send our in- 
sane to the State asylums and pay $140 a year 
for every one of them, said Chairman Rust. 

Mr. Marshall was not at all 
pleased with the demeanor of 
the Czar of the Appropriations 
Department, and neither was Dr. Forster. 
The latter took exception to Mr. Rust’s idea 
of reducing the cost of maintaining the in- 
sane to the lowest minimam. Dr. Forster 
said the very fact that a person was insane 
should assure him the kindest’ treat- 
ment. He believed in giving the in“ 
sane the most wholesome food obtainable 
and good 1 cost what it

NaSHVILLE, Tenn., March 11.—There was 
great consternation at the capital and 
throughout the city on Thursday last when 
it was announced that Gov. Peter Turney had 
suddenly died the night previous at his home 
in Winchester. Both Houses of the Legis- 
lature adjourned at once and preparations 
were being made to send a legislative com- 
mittee to Winchester for the funeral, when a 
dispatch was recetvea contradicting the re- 
port. While there was no a for the 
report that had reached the city, it is known 
that the Governor 1s a very sick man. Many 
believe that he will never appear at the cap- 
italagain. Dr. Murrell, his attending phy- 
sician, claims, however, that the Governor 
will recover, The ailment is inflammatory 
rheumatism. The attack is confined princi- 
pally to the points of his knees, which have 
deen enlarged by swelling. 

Dr. Murrell says there is no danger of the 
present attack affecting the heart, and when 
the weather becomes uniformly warm he 
thinks the Governor's recovery will be more 
rapid. Inany case, however, his een 
will be necessarily slow. 

Tennessee could ill afford to lose honest 
Peter Turney now when it is just recovering 
from the vacillating policy inaugurated and 
pursued by ex-Goy. Buchanan during 
his entire term. Should he regain his health 
there is little doubt he will succeed Senator 
Harris, 2 at Washington expires 
in 1895. He nown the State over as honest 
old Pete Turney, and although Chief Justice 
of the State before his elevation to office and 
called Judge“ Turney by strangers, his 
familiars always addressed him as Pete. 

His home place near Winchester is known 
as Wolf’s Craig, and is buta short step from 
Winchester. Turney is essentially a South- 
ern product and he is, moreover, so far as 
general characteristics are concerned, a typ- 
ical Tennesseean. In appearance he is a 
tall, well-built man, well up in years, with 
grizzled gray hair on the back of his head, 
bushy eyebrows and a straggling gray beard. 
His features are heavy and strong and he 
has a chin and jaw indicative of a rigid iron 
will. He bears on his upper lip a scar 
left by a bullet wound received in one of the 
fiercest engagements of the Civil War. He 
wears usually a loose frock coatanda wide- 
brim, sott hat. Asa raconteur he is con- 
sidered as one of the bestin the State, and 
his stock of anecdotes never seems to run 
low. During his long service on the bench, 
when the occupants of the wool-sack and 
the members of the bar met together in ante- 
rooms and lobbies, the grizzled and jovial 
Chief. Justice was always a central and at- 
tractive figure. 

A peculiar combination of circumstances 
resulted in the nomination of Turney for 
Governor. After the attitude assumed dy 
Gov. Buchanan, in the settlement of the East 
Tennesseegabor riots in the mining regions, 
had made the State the subject of ridicule, 
throughout the nation, the conservative 
element of the Democratic party determined 
to take measures to secure controlof the 
State Government. Buchanan was nominated 
ata regular convention ofthe Democrats in 
1890. He was the candidate, however, of 
the Farmers’ Alliance element of the party 
which secured his nomination by dogged per- 
sistence. Having received the party’s nomi- 
nation, he of course received its support and 
was elected by a large majority. As a Gov- 
ernor his administration was generally un- 
satisfactory. He was merely a figure-head, 
a cat’s-paw of that evil genius of his admin- 
istration, John H. McDowell, whose political 
grave had already been dug. McDowell 
played a game most brilliant in its daring, 
speculation and chicanery which in the end 
resulted in his utter defeat. 

While casting about for a popular candi- 
date the conservatives thought of honest 
Peter Turney. He was induced to accept the 
nomination and was elected without trouble. 
Having been elected Governor, he Was con- 
fronted with a pecullar contingency. While 
occupying an office underthe State Govern- 
ment he had been elected to another. If he 
resigned his place as Chief Justice imme- 
diately, Gov. Buchanan would appoint one 
of his own followers to the vacancy on the 
bench. Old Pete, however, was nofto be 
outdone. He did not resign until he took the 
oath of office as Governor. By implication, 
in taking that oath, he simultaneously,re- 
eAgned from the Supreme Bench and s 
thus entitled to appoint his successor, | 

Language that he is said to have used at a 
Confederate reunion some years ago was 
sought to be turned against him in the can- 
vass. He was ‘‘agin the Gover nt’’ in 
the days of the war, and at this cular 
camp-fire is reported to have said: In 1 
I thought 1 was right, and in 18921 still thi 
I was right. * When lam dead and 
in my coffin 1 is dut one word I wish 
placed upon it—that word is Secession.

Bancroft's History of the United States 
Literary Notes.

— re Hubert H. Bancroft. In fact, it 
may be said that no country that has had a 
historical existence for so short a time has 
been so carefully studied and its annals so 
well chronicled, Mr. Bancroft’s work is one 
of the historical monuments of the Western 
Hemisphere. Its scope is wide. Opening with 
an account of the native races, it takes up 
the history of the Spanish conauests, and the 
peculiar development of Spanish civiliza- 
tion to California and the far Southwest, and 
gives by far the most thorough and complete 
accoũnt of the manner in which a purely 
Spanish community became assimilated with 
the United States. The labor involved is 
startling, thirty-four large volumes are ro- 
quired to give the results of the author's ro- 
searches. All known authorities have been 
consulted, and are laid before the reader in a 
most clear and complete manner. Mr. Ban- 
croft is not a man with a theory, nor one who 


particular idea. He simply wishes to collect 
and put in proper form everything connect- 
ed with the history of the Pacific States, and 
in this he has succeeded most admirably. The 
fairmindedness so requisite to the historian 
is present in a most marked degree. In fact 
it may be that this quality is carried to an 
extreme. It may be objected that Mr. Ban- 
croftis not a historian at all, But simply a 
writer of annals. Certain it is that he makes 
noattempt to impress the reader with his 
own views, but lays the facts before him, and 
allows him to draw his own conclusions. 
There ig nothing dogmetic about his style 
of writing. Should a short history af the 
Pacific Coast be written, the autbor will find 

ready to his hand such a mass of well-col- 
‘lected and well digested information as falls 
to the lot of few writers. It is safe to say 
that Mr, Bancroft will have no rival, for he 
has thoroughly exhausted the fleld.

ing the people of this country is whether our 
debased currency will much longer serve to 
settle balances at home. We have certainly 
come toa crisis in our currency affairs. The 
foolish silver legislation of the past twenty 
years, with its cowardly compromise, has at 
last, in spite of our great national wealth and 
prosperity, brought us down, This result has 
been hastened by the financial saturnalia 
which has reigned in Washington during the 
past four years. Intoxicated by the evi- 
dences of our resources and recuperative 
powers shown since the war, the foolish law- 
makers have been holding high carnival of 
wanton waste with the people’s money. 

But all that is over. We have arrived at 
the reactionary period. ketrenchment and 
economy are the bywords of the present ad- 
ministration. But even of greater importance 
than these things in our financial future is 
the establishment of a sound currency. 
Witha debased and constantly weakening 
medium of exchange, no such thing as finan- 
cial reform is possible. Now what is to be 
accomplished? We may leave out of consid- 
eration entirely the foolish chatter about 
bona issues or about the maintenance of the 
Government’s $100,000,000 gold reserve. Such 
things are the hobgoblins which torture little 
minds. 

This currency question is as broad and as 
Important a one as ever demanded human 
attention. It challenges the greatest states- 
manshipand the greatest intellects of the 
world. Suceinctly stated, the proposition to 
be solved and which inyites the attention of 
whomsoever will wrestle with itis: How to 
give to this country a currency system 
which wil provide that every dollar shall be 
the eqnal im value of every other dollar, at 
home and abroad. Ifourservantsin Wash- 
ington, to whom we pay good salaries, had 
done their duty im the past, there would be 
no oceasion for calling on good and patriotic 
citizens to turn their attention from their 
private affairs andtoconsider how to save 
the finances of the country. 
But, unfortunately, our servants 
have not done their dutyr Whether the new 
ones we have hired will do better, remains to 
be seen. We have putin an entirely new lot 
from the head Battier down. Oneof the first 
tasks, if not the frst one, to undertake is the 
reform in the currency. And the country 
must, of course, await patiently the outcgme 
of the deliberations ofthe President and his 
Cabinet and his lawmakers. But, in the 
meantime, suggestions and discussions are in 
order, and the plan outlined below seems to 
be the best which has come before the public 
so far. Its author 1s. Mr. Roderick H. Smith, 
who has enrbodied it in a Congressional bill. 

In the frst place, it supplies the sine qua 
non of a sound currency. It lets the Gov- 
ernment out of the banking business. It 
makes the Government, as it should be, and 
as the constitution intended, merely an agent 
for such holders of gold and silver bullion us 
wish to have the same converted Into money. 
it provides for the issue of Treasury notes for 
gold deposited, and also for the issue of 

reasuty notes for silver deposfted. The 
notes are tO be issued against the silver in 
accordance with its bullion value measured 
in gold, as is the ease tn the Sherman law. 
The gold notes are to be redeemable at any 
time in gold and the silver ‘notes are to be 
redee ot at any time in silver only. 

he ro of the whole pis lies inthe terms 
or trédeeming tlie silver notes. They are 
redeemable at all times in an amount of sn. 
ver bullion equal in gold value to the face of 
the notes. Thusthe silver notes are always 
at par with gold, because they can always be 
redeemed in an amount of silver equal in 
vaiue tothe face ofthe note in gold. The 
late Secretary Windom hadin his minda 
plan something lke this. Buta series of 
compromises and Concessions to the porcine 
silver men évolved out of Secretary 
Windom’s pian the outrageous Sherman law, 
from the effects of which we are now suffer- 
ing. The simplicity of this plan is beauti- 
ful. The Government becomes a mere 
passive agent, a storehouse for the de- 
posit of ullion, agemst Which it issues 
certificates of deposit. The Government as- 
sumes one risk: It stands in the breachin

that compared with t e risKs which the 
Government is Dow taking? Moreover, sup- 
pose {ft be pro that silver will decline 
muc below ts sent value, there is a pro- 
vision in the bill fora graduated tax of 14.

notes issued after such decline, the money 
80 arising to 0 invested in the 
purchase of silver bullion for the 
redemption fun The tax is to cease when 
the nece ity or it ceases, It might be 
claimed t the pmposition of this tax would 
stop the presentation of bullion. But this 
would not be 80 $0 long as prices were high 
enough to offer a profit above the amount of 
the tax tothe owner of the bullion. The tax, 
whe i „would, there fora, fall on 
the silver owners, bo, by their large pro- 
duction “of the metal, had caused the decline 
cs.

These few femarks give but a brief outline 
of the provisions of this bill, which seems, 
more than any other 80 far brought for ward, 
to satisfy the demands of our constitution 
and of sound financial laws.

Now most of us who have enjoyed the 
protection from cold which a buffalo robe at- 
fords are inclinea to believe that the 
animal himself cares very little for 
Jack Frost and has been provided by nature

This streak of indifference is the only thing 


the conditions of modern culture have not

For all that the buffalo is not an uninter- 
esting animal and just now is the object of a 
good deal of romantic interest.

The buffalo isan awkward, 
ugly-looking beast at best, and his manners 
are not commendable. Although not fero- 
clous, his inherited instincts are all towards 
wildness, and he retains them even in cap- 
tivity. His manners are entirely lacking in 
repose. This has been strikingly shown by 
the actions of old Tom, the big buf- 
falo at the park. Several times styl- 
ish equipages have driven up to 
his reserve that the occupants might view 
the monarch of the plains, but his majesty, 
instead of striking an attractive pose, he has 
reared and bello so loudly as to cause the 
horses to run away. Of course this was not 
proper for animals in captivity, especially 
if they have an intelligent keeper, are sup- 

osed to develop acertain sense of propriety. 

he buffalo, perhaps, may be excused for the 
memory of a hunting from the Atlantie to 
the Pacific that has resulted in the almost 
total extinction of the species is still very 
fresh in the memories of the existing mem- 
bers of the tribe.

The horns of the buffalo, an an- 
imal indigenous to India and South Africa, 
curve outward and downward and. then 
backward and upward. 

The buffalo belongs to the bovine family and 
is distinguished fromthe ox by having an 
extra pair orribs (he haz fourteen pairs in 
all) and by the long woolly, shaggy hair 
which covers his neck and shoulders. He c 
a powerful and ferocious locking animal, 
which no American beast can overcome but 
the grizzly bear. 

If anybody should ask you how the Amer- 
ican buffalo, or. more properly speak- 
ing the bison, differs from the 
real buffalo, tell him the bison hasa 22 
on his back and is minus the dewla p, that his 
horns turn inward, whereas bis namesake’s 
turn outward, and that his horns are not 
hollow.

The owl is a very useful bird to the farmer, | 
his food consisting almost entirely of rats, | 
mice and other vermin as well as a good 
many small birds. Many species are dis- 
posed to live in the neighborhoo@ of men’s 
habitations, and in Europe there are 
ancient buildings where families of owls 
have been settled for generations, as for 
instance at Arundel Castle. In England 
the owl helps himself occasionally to a little 
game, for which he 18 severely treated 
by game-keepers, but this would hardly be 


urged asa serious objection to him in this 
country. 


The tawny owl, of whoman excellent pic- 
ture is seen here, belongs toa species which 
is common to the greater part of Europe and 
this country. Tawny is the adjective by 
which the species is commonly described in 
England, where it has been justly celebrated 
by Shakspeare with its hootingcry of ‘‘tu- 
whit to-who.’’ The young onescry ‘‘kee- 
wick kee-wick.’’ The tawny owl is regarded 
with superstitious reverence by the country 
people in many parts of England, who con- 
sider it unlucky to ki one. The tawnies are 
willing to take up their residence in the 
neighborhood of a dwelling- house, but resort 
to the woods for food-catching purposes. 
The American species has not so fine and 
melodious a voice as the British. 


Tawny Owl, 

The barn owl, of whom an interesting pro- 
file portrait is here presented, is a British 
bird who gains his living in cultivated flelds 
instead of the woods, and if permitted will 
nest in a barnior other outbuilding. He has no 
music ip his voice like the tawny, but hisses, 
snores and screeches. Like many owls, he 
goes fishing occasionally. Owls of this and 
several other species are provided with re- 
versible hind toes, enabling them to catch 
and carry fish.

INSECT MARBAUDERS. 


Completely Eating Out the Butt-End of a 
Cun. 


Written for the SUNDAY Posr-Disrarcn. 

A curious communication was recently 
made to the Entomological Society of France 
by M. Ch. Brongniart, the assistant of the 
Museum, pertaining tothe butt-end ofa gun 
that had been entirely eaten out by in- 
sects. The’ butt was that of an 
old Lefaucheux gun, and the owner 
of the gun was somewhat surprised 
to find the gun growing very light in weight. 
While hunting with it one day he stumbied, 
fell on the butt and, in arising, found that it 
had become completely fattened out. He cut 
it off carefully, and found that the interior 
was entirely hollow and honeycom by 
innumerable galleries eaten into the : 
He submitted the butt end, or 
rather what was le or it, to ‘the

repetition of them isa sacred duty. One ex- 
planation is that each of these six syllables 
represents one of the six spheres in which a 
soul can be reborn, and that, by constant 
repetition of them, the doors of each of 
these spheres may be closed, and hence Nir- 


vana be obtained on death. These long walls 
of stone, somea mile in length, are found 
everywhere in Ladak, generally at the en- 
trance of villages, but sometimes far away 
from any habitation. The thousands of stones 
composing a mani will all pray for one of 
the faithful, or rather, by their magic power, 
lessen the powers of purgatory for him and 
bring him nearer Nirvana whenever he 
walks by them, provided that he take care 
to leave the mani on his right hand. Thus 
it is that a road always divides on approach- 
ing a mani, a path running on both sides so 
asto accommodate a traveler coming from 
either direction. The two structures at the 
ends of this mina are large chortens, or 
sarcophag!, containing the ashes of pious 
Lamas; — 

Most of the devotion of this strange people 
is literally carried on by machinery. Wheels 
containing rolls of prayers, are turned by 
water power, and every time the wheel re- 


volves it is working out the salvation of the 
man who put it up. On the tops of the 
houses wave flags inscribed with prayers, 
performing a like function; while many other 
artifices are employed to hasten the Perfect 
Rost. 

Frequent religious carvings are to be seen 
on the face of the cilffs. A good specimen of 
these is the idol of Chamba, a colossal figure 
cut out of an isolated rock near the monas- 
tery of Mulbek, on the road frem Kashmir to 
Leh, * : 

The Buddhist of Thibet hasa love forthe 
horrible and grotesque in nature. He builds 
his monastery on what to ordinary men 
would appear to be the most undesirable spot 
possible; he perches it on the summit of some 
inaccessible pinnacle, or burrows into the 
face of some frightful precipice. Like the 
Solitaries of the Thebaid he seeks scenes of 
desolation, and in this desert country he has 
no difficulty in finding what he requires, 
The*Lamasery, or monastery, of Shergol is 
carved out of a honeycombed cliff, forming 
with some other cliffs of the same descrip- 
tion a giant flight of stairs on the 
slope of a bleak mountain of loose stones. 
The monastery itsalf is painted white, with 
bands of bright color on the projecting 
wooden gallery, so that it stands out dis- 
tinctly agai the darker rocks. There ts 
not a sign of vegetation near; all round is a 
dreary. waste of stones alone. From this 
Lamas’ retreat the view of the mountains 
on the other site of the broad 
valley fs particularly fantastic. The slopes 
from this distance appear quite smooth, 
falling to the bed of theriver in regular fur- 
rows and waves, overlapping each other 
like those one often sees on a stream of lava 
that hascoolen. These undulations a 
various vivid colors—great streaks, a mile 
long, of pink, ochre, white, green, bdrick- 
red, and here and there of biack. The effect

The principal idol here is contained in 
a dark chamber or chasm in the rock. I 
peeped into this and perceived dimly the 
images of many groveling demons, who were 
being trodden under foot bya black figure 
of gigantic dimensions. All that was visible 
ofthis figure was one huge foot, together 
with a portion of the lower leg. The rest of 
the body was lost iu the obscurity, and the 
likeness of the god was left to one’s imagina- 
tion; bat the image is on so great a scale 
that, were it continued upwards in proper 
proportion to the foot, it would tower high 
above the monastery roofs. 

A visit to Thibet is apt to destroy some illu- 
sions. It is better to read of Buddhism in the 
glowing pages of The Light of Asia’’ than 
to contemplate it from too near. As. it ex- 
ists in these regions it is a most degraded 
system of idolatry. The priests themselves 
have long since forgotten the meaning of the 
many complicated ceremonies and symbols 
of their religion, and have corrupted the 
beautiful teachings of Prince Sicdhartha into 
an unmeaning superstition. Piety here ap- 
pears to have nothing to do with morals; it ts 
merely a question of the multitudinous turn- 
ing of wheels, waving of flags and mumbling 
of syllables that have no sense.

The 
inauguration of Washington, could scarcely. 
be regarded as an example of republican 
simplicity. In fact, there was much more of 
the aristocrat than of the democrat in the 
character of the father of his couptry. His 
life in Virginia was that of an English gen- 
tleman of family, and he had become accus- 
tomed to being treated with great deference. 
His journey from Mount Vernon to New 
York, where the first inauguration took 
place, bore much resemblance to a royal 
progress, In a carriage drawn by four 
horses and preceded by outriders he drove 
from city to city and from village to village, 
being received by the local authorities and 
deputations of citizens at each place, and in 
many cases driving beneath triumphal 
arches. On arriving opposite New York he 
Was met by a gaily decorated barge, rowed 
by veternsof the Revolutionary War, and 
was welcomed to the city by an 
immense throng. Officers donned the 
blue and buff which they had not worn for 
years, the city fathers were out in full force, 
troops of cavalry escorted the President- 
elect, and the first inauguration was by far 
the greatest spectacle that the citizens of 
New York had ever seen. The second inaugu- 
ration toox place at Philadelphia, and like all 
second inaugurations was attended with 
much less ceremony than the first. 
ADAMS AND JEFFERSON. 

John Adams’ inauguration, although 
much less elaborate than that 
of his great predecessor, was 
characterized with no little display. Such 
troops as there were paraded, he occupied a 
carriage drawn by four horses, was escorted 
by deputations from various political organ- 
izations and by the governors and officials of 
neighboring States, as well as by members of 
the two Houses of Congress. In sharp con- 
trast was the manner in which Jefferson was 
innugurated, There was no display, no pro- 
cession, and no carriages, but he rode on 
horseback and alone to the Capitol, tied his 
horse to the railing, and walked to the 
east front, where the oath was administered 
by the Chief Justice. This led to no little 
discussion. His friends lauded him as giving 
a much needed example of what republican 
simplicity should be, while his foes de- 
nounced the proceedings asa cheap piece of 
Cemagoguery in line with that which after - 
wards led him to receive the British Minister 
while arrayed in a dressing gown and carpet 
elippers. Whatever the motives that actu- 
atec him may have been, it is certain that no 


President was ever inaugurated with so little 
ceremony.

JACKSON AND HARRISON. 

When Madison, Monroe and John Quincy 
Adams took office the ceremonies presented 
no particular points of interest. The outgo- 
ing President called for his successor, drove 
him tothe Capitol, generally accompanied 
by a procession of some kind,and then escort- 
ed him to the White House. But in 1829,when 
Jackson was victorious, after the bitterest 
struggle that the country had then known, 
there was a grand muster of Democrats at 
the national capital. Militia companies, the 
sailors and marines and the regu- 
lan army formed part of the proces- 
sion, and there was a grand rally 
of the veterans of the war of 1812. It was 
said that so many strangers had never 
gathered in Washington before. The car- 
riage of the President-elect was driven be- 
neath arches, and huge hickory poles were 
erected on the streets. Van Buren's in-
